Sunmary of Pewws ‘from the Far Gast. 


JAPAN, 

‘The latest telegraphic news from Japan comes from Shanghai 
under date 21st ultimo, and was received on the 25th inst. 
It briefly announces the reported death of the Tycoon @ A 
telegram of earlier date has been received since then, stating 
that the Tycoon had abdicated. Advices by the present mail 
show this to be entirely incorrect, although a rumour to that 
effect had for a few days obtained credence through a hoax 
which was played on the editor of the Japan Times. Our mail 
advices do not reach to the date at which the Tycoon’s death 
wes announced, and the report should be received with great 
caution, 

YOKOHAMA. 

From this port we have advices to the 1st September. 

The English mail of 10th July arrived out on the 29th 





August. The French war steamer Laplace, which by list 
mail was reported aa’ being aground outside the harbour, had 
been got off by the aid of H.M.’s steamer Bustard, and the 
French steamer Kienchang. 

With regard to the war in the South, the Japan Times says : 

—*“There is doubt that Chosiu has been victorious over the 
‘Tycoon’s generals at all points. He has the great advantage of 
being at home, in his own country, with accurate information at 


; | bis command, and was able easily to defeat in detail the separate 


armies by which he was attacked at different points, it being 
evidently impossible for the enemy to make such attacks simul- 


i, taneously. We must premise that there is no truth in the 


statement lately made elsewhere that the Tycoon’s troops had 
taken possession of the town of Simonoscki. Sir Harry 
Parkes stopped a couple of days there on his way up tie In- 
land Sea, and everything was found in statu quo. The first 
attack was made upon the north upon Chosiu by I]-kamon- 
no-kami, son of the late Regent, and Sakaki-Bara, two of the 
Tycoon’s generals, but they were caught in @ defile in the 


‘d Mrs. | province of Iyami and routed with a loss of 300 killed. They 


retreated in great confusion.” 

After this, it appears that Chosiu crossed the Straits of 
Simonoseki and once more took the initiative in the province 
of Kokura, when he completely defeated Kishiu, the Tycoon’s 
uncle and Commander-in-Chief. Kishin was badly beaten and 
fled in confusion ; also Hiroshima (Daimio of Geishiu), aud 
Bingo, two partisaus of the Tycoon, while Shekshiu (Daimio of 
Tsuwaro) surrendered and signed a separate peace, giving up 
two of the Tyooon's Hatamotos (feudal retainers of lower rank 
than Daimios) to be beheaded. At a town called Mats-da- 
mura a thousand houses were burnt, and the Prince of Bungo 
lost there all his stores, guns and ammunition and fled in con- 





fusion. Our correspondent concludes by stating that Tanaura, 
& place held for the Tycoon just opposite Simonoseki, was 
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—— 
still burning when he left (July 30th), and that the whole of 
the Yedo troops and their allies were dispersing in great confu- 
sion and fear. 

The Japan Times says :—‘ We hear from Yedo, and there- 
fore receive the news with much suspicion, that the Mikado 
had issued an order to all the great Datmios to prepare for the 
Chosiu “ Seibats”—a ceremony much like “federal execution” 
in the Germanic Diet. The Prince of Echizen, once So-sai-sho, 
or Regent, went lately to Miako at the earnest solicitation of 
the Tycoon, whose relative and firm friend he’is, His influence 
is great with the Daimios as well.as: with the Tyeoon, fer- it 
was he who, when Regent, relieved the princes from the ex- 
pense and humiliation of keeping their families in Yedo while 
they themselves were away {on their own estates. If any 
noble in Japan could procure the consent of the Mikado to 
issue [this degree of Federal execution on Chosiu, Echizen is 
the man, but even then grave doubts would exist whether the 
Daimios would obey. 

The Japan Herald gives a different version of the position of 
the belligerents. From Osaca (says the Herald) the news is 
somewhat vague and incomprehensible. For many daystidings 
have been expected of the result of a great battle, in which the 
‘Tycoon was to have 30,000 to 35,000 men engaged. Whether 
there really is such a force accumulated under the Tycoon’s 
banner out of {Osaka itself, and advancing to meet Chosiu, seems 
to us very problematical. However, instead of any account of 
the expected battle, or any tidings of the actual movement of 
such an army, we have the following:—On the 16th of 6thmonth 
@apanese) there was a skirmish, in which Midzoo-oi no kami, 
with a party of the Tycoon’s troops, attacked a party of those 
of Chosin, killing their chief, Tsoo-yama, Nino days later, 
on the 25th of sixth month, Midzoo-oi no kami and Ogakino 
Tada encountered another ;body of Chosiu’s troops, and dis- 
persed them. The defeat of Ikamono no kami and Sakabara 
secms to have been a most disgraceful affair ; the discomfitted 
troops were seized with panic and fairly ran away. From all 
we can gather, the Tycoon’s troops are now experiencing the 
ill effects of their folly in rejecting the use of the rifle. The 
Tycoon has far more rifles than would suffice for all his soldiers, 
and yct only about 10,000 have submitted to learn the use of 

arm. 

At this moment (says the Herald) Chosiu is fighting the 
‘Tycoon single-handed, He has no allies, but declares that he 
will fight to the death. The Tycoon’s troops are divided, the 
greater part being still in Osaca, unless they have moved 
forward in consequence of the representations of those generals 
who had already gone to the front. Ogasawara Sama, one of 
the clevcrest members of Gorogio, is at Kokura at the head of 
only 3,000 men, and, we must suppose, in a very critical posi- 
tion ; and other Daimios have been sent forward with troops, 
in numbers quite too small for any decisive operations. The 
consequence is the Tycoon is giving the advantage to Chosiu 
of being able to mect his troops in detail, instead of sending a 
a large army forward to strike one great and decided 
Dlow. Both of the belligerents labour under tho disadvantage 
of being without funds in their exchequer ;[Chosiu, being in 
his own territory, will naturally feel this much less than the 
‘Tycoon, The latter is put to the greatest straits to get forward 
his commissariat and munitions of war, For some time past 
strings of cuolies have been passing daily along the Tokaido 
carrying even shot and shell on bamboo poles. The expense 
of such a nicans of transport may be easily imagined. After 
much hesitation, the Tycoon’s Government bad chartered the 
steamer Fusiyama, Captain Dundas, to carry stores and ammu- 
nition to the seat of war, paying $20,000 per month for her 
services, 

It seems to be a source of complaint among the Tycoon’s 
supporters that Chosiu docs not “fight fair.” The Tycoon 
sends out 1,000 men to a particular point, meaning to reinforce 
them in a few days, and Chosiu, if he has any wish to fight 
with these troops, ought, it appears—according to all Japanese 
military custom and tradition—to send an equal number of 
troops to mect them, give due notice of his approach and then 
have a fair fight. Instead of which, he has learnt from some 
detestable foreign books that the art of war consists chiefly in 
knowing how to throw an overwhelming force upon @ given 
point of the enemy's line and, accordingly he sonds 3,000 or 
4,000 men suddenly and without decent notice against the 
1,000, who are naturally defeated. This new-fashioned mode 
of warfare is much deprecated by the authorities in Miako, 

Sir Harry Parkes was at Yedo, where his intercourse with 


the Gorogio is said to have been most friendly. A report had 
been circulated that his Excellency had been mobbed and other- 
wise insulted, but this proved to be entirely false. The visit 
of Sir Harry Parkes to Satsuma and Oowagima was frecsly made 
a subject of conversation between himself and the Gorogio ; 
‘and the latter expressed pleasure that the Daimios in the south 
had given him so kind a reception. In variety of ways they 
attenspted to shew the. foseigners little attentions hitherto 
omitted. 

The Ichibom. Bxchaage question has cropped up again, and 
as usual in a away little oxeditable to English officials. -The Pe- 
dorus had been in harbour for several months, during a great 
portion of which time, exchange being unfavourable, its officers 
and orew did not accept the Custom-house exchange. They 
could get, and did get everything they required, without it— 
and had exchange continued as it was most certainly the ship 
would have left without a word being said about exchanging 
dollars for bous at the Custom-house. But on the eve of startinga. 
monetary improvement'took place in the rate of exchange, which 
was a mere flash—for it did not last more than a few days; 
the paymaster immediately rushed to the Custom-house with 
dollars for the whole amount the ship had been entitled to 
since its last exchange, and the authorities were so shortsighted 
and weak as to give it for the whole period at the rate of that 
day, The amount could not be said to be required for the 
purpose of paying Japanese tradesmen—as at least a portion of 
the dollars had to be borrowed for the transaction; and it is. 
well known that no sooner was the Japanese coin received 
from the Custom-house than it was resold for dollars in the 
open market, leaving a tidy little profit to the cunning 
operators. 

The Italian treaty with the Tycoon was signed on the 25th 
August. Last mail was announced the arrival of the U.S.S, 
Hartford, making three American men-of-war in harbour—the 
Hartford, the Wyoming, and the Wachusett. As the Alcost 
(Russian) had also arrived, there was more than the usual 
naval force. H.M. Pelorus had left, however ; she is to stay 
at Shanghai for some months, and may then go home. The 
Admiral himself was to go to the Pehio in the Adventure, 
carrying as passengers the Duc d’Alengon and staff. One ob- 
ject of Admiral King’s visit to Peking is to confer with Sir 
Rutherford Alcock on the piracy question, which is now 
assuming such importance in China. There was no other naval 
news, except that the Barossa was expected in about a fort- 
night from Hakodadi. The Argus was left in Nagasaki, and 
will shortly be relieved by the Basilisk, 

Much indignation is expressed at the interference of the 
French Minister with the export of silk. The Japan Times 
says: “The injury done to our trade during the last six months 
is patent to all the sufferers. Our challenge to the French Le- 
gation to deny our statement that a large quantity of last year’s 
silk crop is or was retained in Yedo as guarantee for the due 
fulfilment of the contracts by the Japanese party to them, re- 
mains unaccepted. Had this check not been given to the 
export of the country’s principal staple, much of the loss 
which has fallen upon us would have been spared ; for native 
coin would not have failen so rapidly in value (though fall it 
ultimately must have done from other causes), aud our import 
trade, which was in a very healthy condition at the beginning of 
the year, would not have experienced the disastrous blow which 
it has received and from which it is only now recovering.” 

Besides this, M. Leon Roches, the French Minister, by 
his interference with the trade of Yokohama, By leading 
the Japanese to believe that no large commercial opera- 
tion can be carried through, no important contracts made or 
orders executed, save through and under the superintendence 
of a Minister or Consul, has got into his own hands the 
orders for very large supplies of machinery and stores 
required from Europe by the Japanese Government, thus 
depriving the merchants of Yokohama of any chance of 
fairly competing for this business. As a contrast to this mistaken 
policy, and the unwholesomo prejudice it gives rise to, the 
Japan Times says:—The enterprise and ability of Messrs. 
Glover and Co, have completely rooted out this absurd idea in 
the south, and English merchants owe a heavy debt of gratitude 
(if such 9 liability can exist among commercial men) to this firm 
for what it has done ; for we believe that, when the new treaty 
is made with the Mikado, and the country thrown opcn to 

European commerce by its legitimate sovereign, it will be found 
that the work of this single house in the south has gone far to 
counterbalance the noxious effects of diplomatic trading in the 





north of Japan.” 
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Colonel Fisher, the United States Consul at Yokohama, has 

been recalled, and General Stahl appointed in his stead. 
‘MAGASAKI, 

‘At Nagasoki nothing important had transpired. A ramour 
‘was current that the Mikado and his Cabinet are anxious to 
make a fresh treaty with the foreign Powers. No Japanese in 
the south regards the existing treaty as anything but a compact 
‘with one Daimio, “the man in Yedo.” Some articles from 
the Japan Times, advocating the substitution of a treaty with 
the Mikado and the Daimios [for that now existing with 
the T9toon alone, have been translated, and are in the 
hands of a great many men of intelligence and high rank, who 
express themselves greatly pleased with them. The general 
impression among all classes at Nagasaki is, that the Tyooon 
-will be entirely routed by Chosiu and his supporters. Satsuma 
atpresent remains neutral. 

HAKODADL 

Advicesare to the 19th August. H.MS. Scyila had returned 
to this port after having visited four places in Manchuria, viz., 
Passiette Bay or Novgorodski, Vladivostock, Nakhodka, and 
Olga Bay. 

The Russians intend, it is said, to make the first-named on 
their chief stations ‘out [here, as itis not always frozen in 
winter, and is never frozen for a longtime. The Governor- 
General of Eastern Siberia was expected to visit the ports and 
decide. The Scyl/a had again left for the Amour and Sakhalien. 
The Barossa arrived at Hakodate on the 13th. The Russian 
oorvette (Admiral’s ship) Askold arrived on the 10th, The 
former ship brought up Major Crossman, who is inspecting the 
Conaular buildings in the East. 


CHINA. 
PEKING, 

Advices from Peking state that nothing of importance had 
ocurred lately at the capital. “The drought has made the 
Emperor come out strong in the way of humanity at Peking, 
and the prisons of the Haing-pu, where huadreds have died 
eve'y summer of extra-legal tortures, are to be reformed—at 
which most Chinese here simply laugh ; no officer dare attempt 
it, they say. A Protestant missionary (Thomas) has left Peking 
to‘act, it is said, as interpreter to the French expedition against 
Corea, A Corean embassy has arrived, but as it has travelled 
very slowly, knows nothing about the massacre.” 

‘NEWCHWANG. 

At this port trade has not been very prosperous lately. 
During the early months the Mongolian dealers refrained from 
paying their usual visit. They were deterred by the cruelty 
of the robber bands, which had been rendered desperate by the 
campaign of Wen-seang. Local native merchants were thus 
tempted, in the absence of the usual and legitimate trade, to 
indulge in over-speculation of every kind, and the usual 
results ensued—bankruptoy, distrust, and stagnation. Im- 
provement is already perceptible, and this port will 
Moreover, in future, enjoy the advantage arising from 
a perfect security existing along the channels which drain and 
supply the market. ‘The United States Consul has recently 
been to Peking and has succeeded in obtaining a garrison of 
disciplined troops, for the especial purpose of repressing the 
swordwracks, who have proved so constant a source of annoy- 
ance. The crew of a small American schooner, wrecked off the 
Corean coast, have recently arrived at Newchwang, and speak in 
the highest terms of the kindness shown t’.em by the natives, 
It is to be hoped that if the French expe<iition be carried out, 
the frequent kindness shown to shipwreccd sailors will not be 
forgotten ; and that the sins of the Government will not be 
visited on the heads of the people. 

SHANGHAL 

The P. and O, mail of 10th July arrived out on the 92nd 
August, and the French mail-of 17th on the ist Sept.. The 
dates are now down to the 7th. 

The following summary of news is from the Commercial 
Record of 4th Sept 

The only event of any importance which has taken-place in 
Shanghai since the date of our last issue, on the 21st ulto., is 
the completion of the elections for the French Municipal Coun- 
cil, the candidates elected being Messra, Morel, Monnier, Theric, 
Millot, Whittall, Fearon, Dato and Rev. M.T. Yates. This 
election has caused some interest, it being the first made under 
the new regulations for the French Concession recently promul- 
gated by the Cousul-General, 

‘The Chinese Autumnal Festival, which bas this year. fallen 








—= 
much earlier than usual, has been celebrated by the customary 
display of processions, with grotesque paper josses, the letting 
off of crackers, and other like adjuncts of Chinese religions 
ceremonials. Among other customs observed by the natives at 
this season is the performance of worship for such men as have 
died without posterity, and for whom, consequently, no ances- 
tral tablets are worshipped. 

In several parts of the Kiangsu province the rice harvest has 
already been gathered in, the fie weather baving brought it 
forward earlier than usual. In the Chekiang province there is 
mouch want of rain for the cotton and miscellaneous crops. 

The Shanghai Chamber of Commerce are engaged in pre 
paring their report for the approaching annual meeting, which 
will be convened shortly, when several matters of importance 
are expected to be taken into consideration. The temporary 
absence of the chairman was the cause of the meeting not taking 
place during the month of August as usual. 

A meeting of the shareholders in the French Gas Company 
has been held. The report of the meeting shows the company 
to be in a sound condition ; as though it is necessary to raise on 
loan a sum of taels 5,000 to pay the cost of fixtures to the 
extent of taels 3,000 and a deficit on the capital account of 
taels 1,400 resulting from an unanticipatedly heavy freight on 
getting plant, &c., out, there is every reason to look for suffi- 
cient returns from the sale of the gas fixtures to reimburse 
their cost and to meet the deficit ; so that the original amount 
paid up will suffice to set the company in working order. 

A meeting of the shareholders in the China Fire Insurance 
had taken place, a dividend of taels 60 per share was declared, 
and resolution passed to enter into a mutual arrangement with 
the Hong Kong Fire-office with regard to surplus risks ; each 
company taking shares in the other. 

The Shanghai Dock has been thoroughly put in order and 
placed upon a new footing. A meeting of the shareholders 
took place on the 27th ult, Mr. W. Hargreaves taking the 
chair, when, after the usual formalities of the secretary reading 
the notice convening the meeting and the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting, the Chairman stated that the lease of the dock 
concluded with Mr. Roberts for one year had been extended for 
five, and the terms embodied in a formal deed, which, in the 
course of the proceedings, it was decided to have printed for 
circulation among the shareholders, The accounts had been 
closed up to the 31st July, and on the 30th June showed a 
balance of tls. 6,578.41 to the credit of the concera, exclusive 
of a claim of tls. 175.95 against Messrs. H Fogg and Co. for 
docking the steamer Enterprise. The accounts as laid on the 
table were passed. With reference to the amount against 
Messrs. H. Fogg and Co., the Secretary explainc:l that 
they had refused payment, and had recently wale a 
counter claim of tls. 600 for detention; and tho subject 
being put to the meeting, it was resolved to push the claim of 
tls. 175.95 against Messrs. H. Fogg and Co, and to resist theirs 
of tls, 500, the meeting not deeming that there were grounds 
for the line of action taken by that firm. After some discussion 
it was resolved that a dividend of 6 per cent. per anuum be 
declared for the half-year ending 30th June. This is equivalent 
to 12 per cent. on the cost price of the shares, which were 
bought at 50 per cent. discount. 

A very extraordinary attempt at committing a murder was 
recently made upon the French side ; the culprit being a China- 
man, and his victim a young European girl of about thirteen 
years of age, The Chinaman was found issuing from the house 
in @ suspicious manner, and was taken up by one of the con- 
stables with an amount of adroitness and courage only cclipsed 
by that displayed by the police in the capture of the mur- 
derers of their Sergeant, Barron, which occurred a few months 

On entering the house, the girl was found bathed in a 
pool of blood on the floor in her room, and severely but not 
mortally wounded. The Chinaman was brought upto the 
French Consulate, and after a preliminary investigation, in the 
course of which he confessed his crime, has been sent into the 
city. The murderer on being questioned showed extraordinary 
impassiveness, and the cause of the outrage remains a mystery. 
A coolie belonging to the house, and stated by the prisouer to 
be an accomplice, has disappeared. Before the prisoner was 
sent into the city the Che-Hsien came down personally to inspect

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Serr. 10. 

As anticipated in my letter by the last mail, Sir Richard 
MacDonnell has made light of the remonstrances addressed to 
‘him with respect to the principle of the Stamp Act, which he 
is resolved to introduce into Hong Kong. A memorial, urging 
its abandonment, which had been very numerously signed, was 
presented to him on the 5th inst., when his Excellency straight- 
forwardly informed the deputation that he thought their 
‘arguments insufficient, besides being controverted by the expe- 
rience already obtained at Singapore ; whilst to a deputation 
of Chinese Compradors his Excellency was even still more out- 
spoken. Ascertaining from the spokesman of this assembly 
(what was evident from his address to the Governor), that not 
@ single member of it had read or obtained the faintest idea 
concerning the schedule of the Act against which their protests 
were supposed to be levelled, the Governor roundly told him 
that he and his associates had been made fools of by foreign 
merchants, who wished to transfer to the Chinese that portion 
of the taxation of the colony which ought in justice to be borne 
by themselves, and thus dismissed the deputation. Nothing 
could more strongly prove the fanciful character of the opposi- 
tion to the Stamp Act, so far as the principle goes, than the 
act that the merchants who seek to combat its imposition 
maintain in one breath that the Chinese will be driven away by 
increased taxation, and that the same Ohinese ought to be 
subjected to double taxes rather than that the expedient of 
raising a revenue by means of stamps should be resorted to. 
On the other hand, Sir Richard has given evidence of his readi- 
ness to listen to the public voice by the alteration he has 
introducad in the schedule of the Act (as originally devised), 
aoing away with several features which were universally dis- 


The preas of the colony has shown a remarkable divergence of 
opinion on thissubject. The Daily Dress, always the organ of ex- 
treme ‘opinions, has opposed the Government tooth and nail ;the 
Evening Mail has merely advocated the reform in the schedule 
which bas actually been accomplished ; whilst the Mercury, a 
newly-established journal, has given unqualified support to the 
Governor. 

That Sir R. MacDonnell has gained general res; by his 
Official ability and fearlessness is an undoubted pare te is 
only to be the more regretted that a “Jooal-heaverishness” of 
manner in his private relations should make him socially dis- 
liked. He appears to have arrived with the idea that some of 
his predecessors have “Kotowed” to an injudicious extent to 
the plutocracy of the colony; but his efforts to avoid this 
course of conduct appear to embrace almost incivility. 

If residents in this part of China have to congratulate them- 
selves on nothing else, they have at least to be thankful for 
having escaped (as we may now believe) the deadly heats that 
have distinguished the summer of 1866 elsewhere along the 
coast. Here, although the thermometer has certainly risen 
to a higher average than usual, there has not beon a single case 
of heat appolery on shore. In the harbour, however, the 
reckless exposure so common smong samen .has produced 
several cases. 

I hear from Canton that two natives were apprehended there 
last week in the act of kidnapping some persons to the Portu- 
guese barracoons at Macao, and were summarily executed. The 
mainland is already swarming with crimps, employed by Spanish, 
Portuguese, and French ageuts, as orders for as many (it is 
aid) as 30,000 coolies have been received from the Cuban

dealers for the preseut season. It is reported that the French 
Goverment has taken steps to procure the alteration at Peking 
of the clause in the late E nigration Convention, by which the 
contracts entered into with the coolics are restricted to a dura~ 
tion of five years, whilst the Cuban authorities were also to be 
bound to return the emigrants to Ciina at the expiry of tis 
term.

MANILA,

SIAM. 
BANGKOK, 

‘Advices from Bangkok to the 14th of September do not 
make further mention of the acts of the French Consul. We 
trust, therefore, that he has given up the schemes which we 
lately noticed. 

The following items are from the Recorder « 

‘The King of the Laos at Cheangmai arrived on thi 
been thirty-one days in coming. He came all the way in bis Royal barge, 
attended by about twenty-five other state boate. We bad the honour of 
meeting him on the 12th, and of being saluted as an old acquaintance and 
friend.” He inquired kindly after the welfare of our son-in-law and family, 
who made a tour to his capital in the year 1863, as he had heard that his 
wife did not enjoy good health, We were glad to report to him the good- 
ness of the Lord to the family in granting full restoration to health. This 
is the regular year when, according to along established custom, the King 
of Cheangmai should pa, his triennial visit to his Majesty the King of 
Siam as his Suzerain, bringing with him the usual tribute of a silver tree, 
a gold tree, a gold necklace and finger rings richly decked with precious 
stones, 

We accidentally had a view of the trees before they were presented, 
‘They are about eight feet high. The silver tree is said to contain 90

tamlungs of the purest silver, equal to 120 ticals, and the gold tree 15 
tamlungs of the finest gold, equal to 1,080 ticals. We had before seen at 
the palaces of the kings of Siam many silver and gold trees of equal rich- 
new probably, and perbaps more so, but none of them were half as clear 
and bright as these. ose were old and dusty, these new and clean. 
The bodies of the trees are two inches in diameter at the bottom, and of 
suitable proportions as they extendstraight upward. Each had the appear- 


fance of ‘being made entirely of the precious metal it purported to be. 
How precious would be that gold tree if it were wholly of that metal! 
Bat if. was ouly a tin cylinder heavily plated, and the limbs of it being 





some forty or Gfly in number, were made of iron wire gilded, and #0 
graduated as to form a very graceful top, much like the shape of a clove 
tree. The leaves and petals of the flowers are of solid gold, ‘and they are 
certainly very neatly wrought, displaying with wonderful accurateness even, 
the ribs and veins of the leaves. ‘The flowersare of the size of small roses, 
and have a purple bud the size of a lotus seed in their centre. The tree 
stands on a small artificial gilded mound. 2 

‘The silver treo is of the same size and shape, with leaves and flowers in 
imitation of the same tree, said to be indigenous in the Laos country. 

‘The gold necklace is said to be decked with four rubies of the size of a 
lotus seed, and 100 of the size of a grain of Indian corn. 

‘The King of Cheangmai has come down earlier this year than urual, as 
we are informed, for the purpose of clearing himself of charges which 
been rumoured against his loyalty to the King of Siam as his Surerain. He 
bad been represented by certain parties as having become dissatisfied with 
Majesty as Protector, and was designing to transfer that relationship, 
possible, to his Majesty the King of Burmab. We are happy to leara, 
that be has fully satistied the Siamese Government that he has never en- 
tertained a thought of taking such astep. The report of his disloyalty, 
it appears, all grew out of the fact that in consideration of some kin 
shown the King of Cheangmai by the King of Burmah he sent him two 












elephants ‘of some peculiar excellencies in having white eyes 
and singular tails, but not being in any senve white elephants. | With these 
liarties the King of Ava was much pleased, and sent the King of 





Cheangmai in return some gold ornaments richly decorated with rubies, 
which gras probably much more than a full compensation for the animals. 
The rich present may have been designed to prepare the way for request- 
ing the King of Cheangraai to deliver up a certain Burmese subject who 
hed been arvofficer of high rank in Burmal, who, having rebelled, fled 
and took refuge in the jurisdiction of the Kiug of Cheangrasi. Not long 
since a high officer of Burmah sent a mesenger to the King of Cheang- 
mai requesting the rendition of that fugitive. And there is good evidence 
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that the latter proved his loyalty to the King of Siam by saying that he 
could not grant the request without first obtaining authority from the 
Government of Siam. 

With regard tothe great law case about teak timber, pending between 
Racha Boot, a nephew of the King of Cheangmai, and the successors of 
the late Captain Burn, we have heard but little since the arrival of the 
King. From thelittle we have gathered, it would seem that justice would 
acquit Racha Boot in the main, if not wholly. It is understood that the 
King of Cheangmai will remain here many months, for the purpose of 
having the case definitively settled. 

We learn that the Siamese Government are about despatching mes- 
sengers to Maulmain overland, and another company by steamer, via Sin- 
gapore, to notify all parties concerned in the suit that the King of Cheang- 

now ready for the trial of the case here in Bangkok, and will wait a 
suitable time for his accusers to come hither aad have their claims tried 
before H.B.M.'s Consul. 

"We are sorry to hear that the Queen of Cheangmai is now alarmingly 

of dysentery, having been seized with the complaint a little before her 
arrival. Her daughter also, the wife of Kyaw Meea Kyaw, Prime Minister 
of the King of Cheangmai, and her granddaughter, aged seven years, we 
are pained to learn, are dangerously ill of the same disease. Two of the 
King’s men have Secnlly died of dysente: One died on the way, and 
more than a dozen of the men are now invalids from the same cause. 
‘These triennial visits of the King seem always to be made with much loss 
of life to his retinue. 




















MALACCA STRAITS, 


SINGAPORE. 

Dates are down to the 30th September. The English mail of 
the 10th August arrived on the 13th September, being rather 
behind time, owing to the new steamer Mongolia having made a 
long passage from Suez. The French mail of the 17th August 
arrived on the 19th September. This mail brought intelligence of 
the Transfer Bill having passed the House of Lords, which was 
received with great satisfaction. ‘There is no news of importance. 
‘The Governor had not returned from Penang. The Recorder had 
arrived, and the quarterly session was opened on the 9th October. 
The weather continued of the same broken character as during 
the last two months. Considerable preparations were making for 
the coming French Exhibition, not a few of the producers being 
anxious to obtain distinction there. 

PENANG. 

* From this port the chief item of news is the departure of Sir 
Peter Benson Maxwell, the late Recorder of Penang, to assume 
the post of Judge at Singapore. Previous to embarkation he met 
at the Court House by arrangement a numerous audience of the 
principal members of the native community of all classes, who had 
solicited his attendance to receive a farewell address from them. 
‘The address was a long one, signed by some 600 of the natives, 
and highly flattering in its terms. It was accompanied by an in- 
timation that a sum of £300 had been subscribed for a testimonial, 
which was being prepared in England. Sir Benson replied at 
some length, both in English and Malay. 

Intelligence had been received that W. Hackett, Esq., the new 
Recorder, had started for the Gold Coast before his appointment 
to Penang wasmade. ‘The delay attendant on recalling him from 
thence will probably be considerable, so Penang may expect to be 
without a Recorder for some months to come. Sir P. Benson 
Maxwell will, in that case, hold the November sessions there.

‘Sitver.—This has again begun to arrive from the North, consequent 
upon the advance in Mexicans. The amount received is $750,000, and 
that exported, exclusive of any shipments by the mail now departing, is 

150 000. 
oo eecn Cunnency.—Total amount inward, $670,000; and outward, 
$1,060,000; the difference is made up of the amount by last mail, the 
presently outgoing items being always in arrear. We imagine, however, 
that the principal shipments by to-morrow’s Europe steamer, and also by 
the Calcutta direct boats, will be of gold and silver bullion and not chiefly 
of Mexicans as heretofore. 

EXcHANGE.—The steamers seem lately to have bad all the trade in ar- 
ranging the balance of commercial transactions, but a few purchases of 
rupees have manifested some retum of confidence, and a much larger 
business might have been done, but for the unwillingness of the broks 
to show the least anxiety to draw. The usual amount of credit and 
documentary bills have not been forthcoming, but a slight advance bas 
been established, which would have been more considerable if it had not 
been checked by the telegram received by the Ajax, to which however but 
little credit is attached, 

Discount anv Montcaces.—We bare never yet known money to 
fetch 12 per cent. per annum upon first class mortgages, and to be ad- 
vanced by men of first class prudence, when exchange ruled at 4s. 64d., 
but such is the fact, and it may be worth the notice of investors at a lower 





rate. 
Suapes.—These should command better prices, especially the Local 
«Bank, and the only explanation of their present state is that fear prevails 
over judgment, and more than all that people here have not the money to 
invest. 





‘COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS, 

‘Txa.—The speculative character of this season is now showing itself in 
the eagerness of buyers to obtain new Greens, which are beginning to make 
their appearance. The activity in the Japan market continues, and rates 
have an upward tendency. From Hankow, Kewkiang, Poochow, and 
‘Amoy quotations are short price; 2t. 7m, have therefore to be added to 
them for duty. All other quotations are free on board. 

Canron.— During the fortnight a fair average business has been done ; 
two more chops Country Congous have arrived, and settlement from stock 
is one, leaving 27 chops or 17,671 packages at present on hand, The 
fourth crop of Scented Teas is now coming forward; they promise well, 
and prices asked are, as a rule, moderate. Canton-made Teas: Settle- 
ments for the fortnight consist of 800 boxes and 400 half-chests Canton 
packed Congou at from tls. 23 to 27; 8,000 boxes Scented Orange Pekoe 
and 8,500 boxes Scented Caper have found buyers, the former at tls. 20 
to 831, and the latter at from tls. 15} to 28. There are no settlements to 
report in Pouchong or Canton-made Greens. 

"AMoy.—Congou: A demand having sprung up for the American mar- 
ket there has been more competition among buyers, and prices have again 
been forced up fully $1 per picul. Settlements for the fortnight amount 
to about 6,000 packages, most of which have been taken at $19 to $28 per 
picul, but in some instances as high as $27 has been paid. Oolong: In 
the last report the opening of the market for shipment to America was 
announced. Buying continued on a most unusually large scale for some 
days without any general change in values although the prices paid were 
in some instances very irregular. 

UL Foocitow.—Congou : The stock in the hands of the teamen has accu- 
mulated to upwards of 75,000 chests, and it is reported that nearly the 
whole of the third crop has come forward. Prices are slightly easier, there 
are few buyers, aad the vessels loading for the United Kingdom are filling 
up very slowly. Souchong: There have been considerable settlements 
at somewhat irregular prices, showing, however, an upward tendency. 
Qolongs : Settlements have continued, a for shipment to America, at 
fully previous rates. Flowery Pekoes: There have been no transactions 
during the past fornight. ‘Scented Teas: Nearly 10,000 boxes have 
found buyers, at prices which show ,no alteration on those previously ad- 








Suancuat.—Black Teas: The news received by the last mail being 
again of a very discouraging character, and the rate of Exchange un- 
seitled, buyers of Congous withheld offers until within the last 
few days, when first-class credits were accepted at 6s. 2d. Set- 
tlements have since been to a fair extent, amounting to 22,000 
chests for the fortnight, at prices rather easier than last mail's 
quotations. Supplies trom Hankow have fallen off, and the stock 
is reduced to 31,000 chests, chiefly in the hands of foreigners. 
Green Teas: Only about 10,000 packages of new Fychow and Teenkai 
have as yet arrived, and already American buyers have shown great eager- 
ness to purchase for the first ship, The result has been the settlement of 
two chops of mediura Fychow, at taels 84 to 36}, and three chops of fine 
Peenkai, at tacls 43 to 44} proportion. These prices are six taels over 
the opening rates of last seasum, or nearly equal to the highest point 
reached. Holders are now asking even higher prices. The make and 
quay are very good, and compare very favourably with last season’s teas, 

loyunes cannot artive under another fortnight. One chop of fine Ping- 
suey, at taels 42}, has been settled for London. 

Hanxow.—Transactions had been greatly checked by the mail advices 
of 10th July and although no material desline is quoted, quality being 
considered, the market closed very dull, and a reduction in rates is ex- 

ted. The settlements consisted chiefly of third crops Oopacks and 
and common Oonams. It is strongly asserted that the supply for the 
season will not exceed that of last year. The Helen Nicholson and Eliza- 
beth Nicholson were still on the berth at £4. Settlements for the fort- 
night were 11,400 chests at the following Zprices :—Oonams: Common

Ktwxtane.—Black Teas: Only two small chops of Ningchow had 
been settled at Taels 25} and 24}. The Green Teas were now beginning 
to absorb attention. Total export to date 91,000 packages, or 7,496, 10UIbs. 
against 55,000 packages, or 4,633,100 Ibs. to same date last year. Green 
Teas: The arrivals to date compromise only about 900 packages, and 
the market was opened by the settlements of a small chop of medium 
Moyune at Tis. 54.0.0 (==93. 2d. per Ib. ). 

Yoxomama.—The activity still continues, and prices bear an upward 
tendency, though slightly irregular in some instances; but for the most 
part they show a rise of fully $1 per picul. The supplies are moderate, 
‘and the stock is rather reduced. Settlements are estimated at about 4,00 
piculs; they consist principally of Good Medium to Fine Tea, have been 
all made for the American market at about quotations. Quotations and 
stocks stand as follows: —Medium, $30 to $32, stock 800 piculs; Good 
Medium, $33 to $34, stock 1,400 piculs; Fine, $35 to $38, stock 800

e Raw Srtx.—The raw silk by the present mail amounts to 1,925 bales, 
1,765 for Southampton and 160 for Marseilles, and 89 cases for South- 
ampton. 

Yoxouama.—Supplies from -the interior continue so small that the 
Chamber of Commerce of this had resolved to draw the attention of 
the foreign Ministers to this fact, which is the more unaccountable as the 
prices are high, the weather favourable, and the arrivals of the silkworms’ 
eggs comparatively free. Scanty supplies and an eager competition 
among buyers since the arrival of the mail of 26th June, have resulted in 
an advance of nearly $100 on the last quotations. Arrivals during the 
fortnight, among which may be noticed some fine Hank Silks and some 
parcel of Kosbiu, amount to about 350 piculs. About 450 piculs have 

o settled and the unsold stock is under 50 piculs. The export of silk- 
worms’ eggs will in all probability be much less than last year, and green 
eggs were till now much more abundant than the white ones. Total settle- 
meats may be estimated at 225,000 cards, leaving an unsold stock of about 
150,000 cards, two-thirds of which at least consists of goods rejected after 
inspection. Prices during the fortnight have ranged between 2} to 5h 
boos according to quality. Mybash and Sinchu, best, $890 to 920 per 
picul ; do., medium, $860 to $880; do., inferior, $820 to 850; Cosbio, 
medium, $690 to 720; do., interior, $630 to 670. 

‘SHaNGuAL—At the closing of the last mail it was reported that as high 
as taels 625 had been paid for very superior chop No. 3 Tsatlee, upon 
which the Chinese dealers immediately advanced their demands and the 
best chops are now held for taels 640, but from the tone of the market it 
would not appear that any such advance will be obtained, even if preseut 
rates are maintained. Prices continue firm in the country, for anything 
like good silk, which the inferiority of recent arrivals would lead to the 
supposition must be nearly exhausted. Tsatiees, chops No.3, 615 to 625 tls. 
per picul ; do. Market No. 3, 580 to 600. ‘Tayssams, chops No. 1, 570 
to 3 do. No. 2, 550. 

Daves, &c,—Canton: Cassia Lignea is firmly held at $18 to 18.25 
but there is less demand at such prices and settlements are limited to 900 
piculs with a large stock on the market comprising 8,000 piculs. Cassia 
Buds without any transetions, 60 piculs offering at $40. Galangal $1.80 
with 400 piculs oa stock but not any demand. China Root $3.90, stock 
900 piculs. China Galls are rather easier and 200 piculs obtainable at 
$1285. Vermilion $39.50 for best br: Rhubarb none on the market. 

Campxog.—Hoxe Kons.—No transactions have taken place in this 
article, the stock of unsold remains at 6UU piculs for which 26 dols. per 
picul unpacked is asked. 

CkINA GRASS. — SHANGH Al.—Present quotations hold out no induce- 
ment to operate, and natives are only buyers to supply their actual wants. 
The stock is about 6,000 to 7,000 bales. Quotations are: For No. 1, 
white, tls. 14.0.0; No. 2, greenish colour and short, tls. 11.0.0 to 12.0.0; 
green, tls. 9.0.0 to 10.0.0.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 
SHANGHAI. 

Corros.—The market was quiet during the early part of the fortnight 
and few sales were effected. A little more inquiry has appeared within 
the last three days, and a advance of about one mace per piece has been 
obtained for @} Ibs. Grey Shirtings. ‘There has been comparatively a small 
business transacted in cotton goods, and prices generally show little change 
‘on last quotations, 

WooLens,—The inquiry for Camlets has been a little better, and an 
advance of half a tael per piece has been obtained. Long Ells and Spanish 
Stripes are saleable at quotations, but Lastings are not wanted at present. 

‘Merar.s.—There has been some inquiry for Quicksilver, but other 
kinds have been neglected. 

CoaLs.—Arrivais during the fortnight have been heavy again, and the 
market is very weak. Some holders of cargoes prefer stowing to accepting 
the low rates offered. Arrivals: 5,035 tons English, 1,586 tons Australian 
600 tons Formosa, and 444 tons Japan—in all, 7,615 tons, 

YOKOMUAMA. 

Owing to the Japanese holidays and half-yearly settlements of accounts, 
which have engaged the attention of the native merchants during the 
greater part of the last fortnight, we have had but a limited business in 
imported goods. ‘The few sales made have been however upon somewhat 
betier terms than were previously obtained, and there is an indication of a 
demand for many articles, not saleable for some time past. The sudden 
advance that took place in the value of boos early in the fortnight promised 
to give a stimulus to trade, but as the price gave way again almost imme- 
diately, owing to the large amount forced upon the market by some of the 
participators in the official exchange, the improvement was only temporary 
and had no effect upon quotations. In Grey Shirtings settlements 
amount to about 13,000 pieces for delivery and 5,000 to arrive 
‘The stock of these goods has been further reduced by re-exports to 
Shanghai, and does not at preseat exceed six weeks! consumption, 40 that 
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unless considerable arrivals take place we may expect much higher rates 
shorily. Cotton Yarn has been inquired for on speculation, and some 
‘E50 bales have besides been purchased by the trade for delivery at a slight 
advance upon previous quotations. Black Velvets are in demand for the 
Shanghai market, and further sales have been made at our highest quota~ 
tions. In Camlets no sensible improvement has yet taken place, although 
wo hear of a slight advance upon former rates having been offered for the 
Best assortments ; the trade will however only take them in very small lots. 
A few parcels of Bar Iron have been placed at our quotations : other metals 
Zemain without inquiry ; a small lot of Nail Rod and Hoopjlron together 
found buyers at quotations. Sugar has declined about §1 per picul, owing 
to the arrival in Yedo of several cargoes from the Prince of Satsuma’s re- 
fineries. A considerable business has lately been done with the Japanese 
Government in arms and ammunition for shipment to Osaca. 


HONG KONG. 
‘There have been no arrivals with manufactured goods, but the steamer 
Ajax. The Yaratilda from London, now considerably overdue, is ted 
to be totally lost off the Cape, crew saved. Great dullness bas charac- 
terised the market for manufactures throughout the fortnight, and there is 
but little change to note in quotations, Yarn: The stock of 16-24 is 
very limited. No 98-42 is inquired for. Grey shirtings are weaker by 
agfeast 20 cents. In Fancy Cottons there is no change. 

Woottens continue in demand, and prices are well maintained.

Coats.—Sales have been effected of both English and Welsh Coal 
et $12 Demand remains slack, but holders are firm.

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT, 

The acizure of treasare consigned to the Agra Bank, noticed in our 
Hong Kong news, was a consigument of the British and Califonian Bank at 
San Francisco on joint account, but at the failure of the Agra the interests 
of the Californian Bank were transferred to the Oriental Bank who 
effected the seizure. The manager of the Agra should have surrendered 
this at once, but the atmosphere of Hong Kong is impregnated with liti~ 
gious ideas. 

‘At the meeting of the Singapore Gas Company held this day the report 
noticed in another column was duly passed. The quantity of silk by this 
mail is 464 bales Japan and 1,461 bales China. The Fronch mail brings 
about 2,000 bales, and will be at Marseilles on the 8rdprox. Quotationsfor 
No. 3 Tsatlee have fallen to 32s,, and silk generally is quite 6d. lower. 

Hipes axp Skins.—The result of the sales which concluded on the 
25th inst. was as follows:—93 Penang Cow Hives offered, and sold at 
34d. per Ib.; 967 Manila Buffalo offered, 449 sold, heavy at 43d. per Ib., 
thirds 34d. Ib.; 372 Penang and 985 Ratavia Buffalo offered, none sold ;

COMMERCIAL BANK CORPORATION OF INDIA AND 
THE EAST. 

‘The report of Mr. W. H. Holyland, the official liquidator of this bank, 
was issued on the 26th, after we had gone to press with the London and 
China Ezpress for despatch by the mail of that day. This is to be regretted, 
‘as we believe that nothing would have been so interesting to our readers 
generally as this report. ‘The anxiety for its appearance had been very 
much increased owing to the non-payment of a dividend to creditors, 
several of whom are very seriously inconvenienced in consequence. 
The report states that a dividend will be paid early in the year from a sum 
of £750,000 now in the Bank of England, and the sum of £600,000 ex- 
pected remittances from India and China; these sums toy i 
sufficient to distribute a dividend of 10s., as the amount of cl 
ducting sets-off has been reduced to £2,500,000. It has been a matter of 
sarprise and disappointment that no dividend has been declared up to the 
present time, but it appears that the liquidator had no power to do so as 
the Court of Chancery ordered that the time for receiving claims should 
extend up to the 10th Nov., and be settled by the Srd Dec. We 
believe the statement now put forward will very much surprise the share- 
holders and creditors, as a much worse description of their position had 
been assumed. We trust that it may turn out as expected, but there is no 
‘evading the fact that the whole matter rests upon the following paragraph 
in the re The valuations upon which the above estimates are 
founded have been made upon the assumption that ample time will be 
allowed for realising the doubtful securities, consisting of shares in Land 
and [Reclamation Companies in Bombay and of land and house pro- 
perty in China, A forced sale of these securities in the present de- 
pressed state of affuirs would result in iacreased loss to the estate.” How- 
ever, there is one thing we think that is quite certain, viz., that the very 
best and most energetic ateps have been pursued by Mr. Holyland and his 
colleagues in the matter. We are informed that Mr. Cameron, who has 
been despatched to China, was highly recommended by competent judges. 
‘We hear that his salary is £2,500 per annum.

The corpo- 
ration was formed with the view of taking over the business of that bank, 
and of enlarging its operations, and establishing a head-office in London. 
‘The transfer was not completed until the end of 1864, and the corporation 
did not commence business until the Ist of January, 1865; but the share- 
holders who had previously subscribed for shares were allowed to participate _ 
in the profits of the Commercial Bank of India for the No ° 
dividend has been paid by the corporation. The capital of the corporation 
was fixed £1,000,000 sterling, divided into 40,000 shares of £25 each. 
‘The whole of the capital was fully paid up, and, in addition, a reserve was 
formed from the following sources:—Reserve fund of the Commercial 
Bank of India, handed over to the corporation, £73,301 ; undivided profits 
of ditto, £69,501 11s. 4d. ; premiums received on the issue of the shares 
of the corporation £96,000, making the reserve of the corporation 
£238,802 Ils. 4d. The corporation, therefore, commenced business on 
the Ist January, 1865, with a paid-up capital of £1,000,000, and a nomi- 
nal reserve of £238,802 Ils, 4d., subject to any losses which might arise 
in the realisation of the assets of the Commercial Bank of India’ The 
transactions of the corporation have been very large, and have resulted ia 
serious losses, absorbing nearly the whole of the capital and reserve fund. - 
‘These losses may be classed thus:—At Bombay £535,009, upon loans 
granted, with a few exceptions, by the corporation after its establish- 
ment upon securities which were nominally sufficient at the time, 
but which have since become, from the altered state, of mone- 
ary affair, nearly valueless; also from failures caused by the 
great depreciation inthe price of cotton, At Shanghai, Hong 
ong and Hankow, £326,000, resulting from large mercantile failures, 
depreciation in the value of land and houses held as security for loans, 
and from unauthorised and objectionable transactions by the manager 
in the East, Mr. Wiggins, which were not discovered until his death in ~ 
October, 1865. At San’ Francisco, £180,000, caused by the agent of 
that branch deviating from the instructions he had received to confine 
his operations to the purchase of bullion, instead of which he made large 
advances with the funds uf the bank upon the security of mining shares, 
wi have proved to be comparatively worthless. At Calcutta, Yoko- 
hama, and Singapore, £46,000, from mercantile failures. Total, 
£1,087,000 sterling. The losses sustained by the corporation in 
Bombay were caused principally from advances having been 
made on shares and other securities which had obtained a 
fictitious value. The recent collapse of mercantile credit in Iodis 
resulted in a depreciation of value in those securities to such an extent 
that many of them became and still are unsaleable, and others could be 
realised only at a very great loss. In one instance advances were made 
upon the security of about 1,500 shares in the Elphinstone Land and Press 
Company, with 1.000 rupees paid up, the market price then being 2,200 
rupees per share ; the present selling price is 500 rupees per share, showing 
adifference in value of more than £250,000 sterling. In China the 
ordinary advances made were considered to be amply covered by the 
securities taken upon land and houses; these are now unsaleable, and 
can only he realised by waiting favourable opportunities. The other 
losses made there are of an exceptional character as already stat 
have confined myself in this report to a statement of facts, It may be 
well, however, to mention that the principle upon which the corporation 
was founded, of working the business under a court of directors in Lon- 
don was new and untried, and that the system of accounts at first adopted 
proved insufficient to afford in time to the directing body the information 
requisite for effectively controlling the action of the local agents. Great , 
efforts appear to have been made by the court of directors and the London 
manager for the amendment of the system. Upon the court being in- 
forined of the large advances made at Bombay, the chief manager was at 
once sent there, and subsequently, upon information of the state of matters 
in China and at’ San Francisco, inspectors were appointed specially to pro- 
ceed to those places; but the mischief had been done, the whole of the 
available funds of the corporation had become completely locked up, and 
when the crisis came early in this year the directors found it impossible, 
from the means at their disposal, to mect the obligations ot the corpora- 
tion, The information afforded by the excellent reports of the inspector 
in China came only in time to be of use inthe liquidation. _In conclusion, 
1 desire to caution the shareholders not to take too sanguine a view of 
the prospects of the realisation, for although it appears probable that a 
return will be made to them, yet it depends upon many contingencies. 1

DOCTOR MACGOWAN ON CHINA, 
(SAN FRANCISCO PAPER.)

day evening of last week. But there are a few points to which we 
} would call especial attention, as they deserve more than a mere 


notice. The first of these is his recommendation that the Government 
the United States should follow the example of other great Powers and es 
tablish, at the earliest possible moment, a naval station on the coast of China 
or Japan. In the event of a war between the United States and any other 
maritime Power, one of the most important point wherein the commerce of 
that Power could be seriously annoyed, would be the Indian Ocean and Ching 
Seas, but to do this a powerful squadron would have to be employed; and 
this could not be done if we possessed no base of supplies nearer than our 
nearest home port, which port Would be San Francisco, Had we, however, & 
naval station, adepot of stores and munitions of war, a port whereat our 
vessels could be refitted and repaired without the necessity of i 

to the distant coast of the United States, we could maintain a fleet in those 
waters that would barass and annoy the enemy constantly, without the 
certainty of the vessels composing it being compelled, sooner or later, to 
leave their cruising ground to make good deficiencies. Even as a peace 
establishment, its importance and its great economy will be manifest to 
every one. ‘Our squadron in the East Indies is now larger than it ever 
has been, and there is no probability of its being diminished in size. A 
proper naval depot will hare always on hand the means of supplying this 
squadron with everything required, and if located far enough nertb, the 
port will answer admirably wherein to give the crews liberty, and enable 
‘them to recruit health and strength after an extended cruise within the 
tropics. Of course a hospital would form a portion of the establishment, 
Again, after the vessel's commission had expired, or the time bad arrived to 
relieve the officers and crew, instead of the vessel going home, and another 
coming to take her place, she could be overhauled and refitted, and a new-set 
of officersand new crew could be sent out, thus avoiding the neeessity and 
heavy additional expense of taking the vessel from the station, We cannot 
tow speak of all the advantages to accrue if the recommendation of Dr. Mac- 
gowan be acted upon, but we are of the opinion, if the matter is properly laid 
before our Government, it will receive the attention it deserves. 
second point towhich we will refer, and which we deem the most important, 
is that wherein the Doctor makes suggestions as to the kind of men we 
should have for consuls in China, and his remarks upon the men who have 
heretofore held those important positions. His remarks applied only tocom= 
suls in China, but he might with great propriety have extended them 80 a8 
to apply to nearly every point whereat we have a consul. In no way does 
the United States suffer so much abroad as by the conduct, character and 
ability of the majority of those men who are sent to represent us as conmls 
in foreign parts. In their appointment no effort whatever is made to ex- 
amine into their fitness for the position. Senator this, or Representative 
that, recommends John Smith or William Jones as a man who has done 
much to further the political interests of the party in power, and one who 
for this service should be properly rewarded. No pains are taken to find 
out who John Smith or William Jones are, or if they possess in the slightest 
degree qualifications for the office, but, for the want of a vacancy at home, 
or to get them out of the way, they are sent abroad as consuls. On arrive 
ing at their destinations, without any knowledge of the duties of a consal, 
or the ability to speak the first word of the language of the people among 
whom they are to reside, and with whom they are to be thrown in cone 
stant intercourse, they are generally like lost sheep. ‘Then in many in 
stances they imagine that to be a big drinker, a proficient swearer, and to 
have a good political swagger, impresses foreigners with the importance of 
a consul of the United States, and they act accordingly, until foreigners, 
judging from their conduct, imagine us to be a nation of ignorant 
fools, or blackguards, or both, from which no better selection could be 
made than the one amongst them. In this way we lose all respect 
abroad, and the State Department becomes involved in a lot of trouble 
and annoyance that would be entirely avoided were some care taken in 
selecting men for consular appointinents, The remedy, as suggested 
by Doctor Macgowan for this evil, is the only feasible one, but we 
very much fear that in the present condition of politics in the United 
States there is but little hope of a change from the present system. 
And lastly, the Doctor's remarks on the great benefit to be derived 
from the new steamship line to Japan and China, the importance 
of the establishment of the electric telegraph in China, and the benefit to 
agriculture in this State from the acclimatisation of the plants of India, 
China, and Japan, are all worthy of extended notice, aia ae regret not 
being able to go over the entire ground taken by him. Not that we could 
say more upon the point he has handled so well, but in order that we 
might add our mite in aid of the good work he is engaged upon, of bring- 
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ing to the notice of our people how much our country ean be benefited 
by a closer relationship with the great Celestial Empire and its neighbaar, 
Japan. Dr. Macgowan's mission to Peking as Commissioner of the East 
India Telegraph Company is a most important one; that he will be 
successful we bave no doubt, His knowledge of the their manners, 
customs, and language render him the best selection that could be made, 
not only for the interests of the company by whom he is employed, but for 
the interests of our people generally. 





CHINESE EDUCATION. 
(To the Editor of the London aad China Telegraph.) 

‘Srn,—In your last issue I read with interest an article on the study of 
‘Chinese in England, and the want of encouragement in that study. 
During a devotion of fourteen years to teaching it in my capacity of 
Professor at King’s College, about three pupils on an average have at- 
tended my class. The paltry sum which nominally endows this post 
‘renders it absolutely necessary for the holder of it to seek for other en- 
gagements. This is not on account of the want of Bterality on the part 
‘of those connected with China, nor do the numbers attending my class 
‘bear any proportion to the numbers leaving England for China. But 
both deficiencies arise from the impression—nothing more—that Chinese 
is too difficult to be learnt anywhere but in China. Now the language of 
the Hottentots, with its clicks and corkscrew-drawing sounds, may 
to such an objection, but Chinese is not only not ‘difficult, it 
the easiest language to learn of any with which ordinary linguist 
quainted. Before asking any to promote the study of this language, not- 
withstanding the necessities of the case, you must try to disabuse their 
minds of this crooked impression, The language of the Chiuese may be 
viewed from two points: either, first, as a dead language, written in books, 
‘which is the source of the numerous dialects of the country ; or, secondly, 
as. living language, which consists of many spoken dialects, all of which 
are comformable to the general rules and principles of the dead language, 
just as the living Italian, Spanish, or French may be understood best by 
‘those who have cultivated the dead classics. K 

The acquisition of the living tongue of China can be made more readily 
‘and perfectly under a European than by means of the unscientific teaching 
of a native, who has no conception ‘of an alphabet or a grammar, and 
cannot, therefore, assist his pupil in the work of analysis, either of sounds 
‘orsentences. The European scholar can at once point out the path 
which he has himself trodden, and the real distinctions which exist. The 
‘student of a barbarous jargon of sounds, such as Chinese is in some dia- 
Jects when uttered by the untutored voice, will be prone to make distinc- 
tions where the differences are imperceptible to the native, and to neg- 
lect peculiarities which are absolutely essential. His native assistant will 
be unable to explain these things ; he will merely leave is pupil to imi- 
tate the sound, which at utterance will probably seem more unde- 
Anable. The aid which a native scholar can afford to advanced students 
is, of course, much greater than that which can generally be supplied by 
a foreigner ; but for initiation into the subject, a Ruropean teacher is pre- 
ferable to a native, and if these primary difficulties have been overcome 
hefore leaving England for the East, the study of the language may 
be positively interesting instead of being as at present repulsive to 
the new comer, who sits down for the first time with a nation ignorant of 
English, and plunges at once in medias res without having prepared him- 
‘self for the onset. He arises with disgust from the attempt, because 
he finds difficulties besetting him which neither his teacher nor himself 
an overcome, but which a few months of earnest work in England be- 
fore departure, under the guidance of one who has travelled the same 
route, will avail to clear amay. é 

It is much to be desired that the universities should hold out induce- 
‘ments to the study of Chinese—both oral and written—for that ground 
‘will yield as much of valuable frult as the well-wrought field of Indian 
literature. But then endowments for teachers and scholars should be 
made worthy of the importance of the subject, and it behoves those who 
are immediately interested to show that they would appreciate such endow- 
‘ments by promoting the nudy of the language with the humble assistance 
‘which now presents iteelf£—I am, your ient servant,

CANVAS V. STEAM. 
(rnow A conrasronDENT.) 

The resnlt of this year’s race from Foochow to London, of four clipper 
ships with the new season teas, has again proved, and more signally than 
on former occasions, that navigation and seamaosbip, without steam, can 
Perform, with canvas alone, this most lengthy voyage at a rate of speed 
‘which only one or two of the steamers have exceeded, but the most of them 
failed to accomplish. The distance between Foochow and London is about 
15,000 miles. a 

‘This distance was ran simultaneously by the ships referred to in ninety- 
eight days, or at an average hourly speed of 64 knots throughout, direct. 
‘The fastest steamer that has attempted this voyage has arrived twenty 
days before these ships, with what result (as compared with the clippers) 
to owner of vessel or cargo the future will best prove. From the fact 
that more than donble the freight was paid for the tea by this conveyance, 
and that it was thus earlier delivered, it is fair to believe that, if the con- 
veyance fulfilled expectations, there might be a mutual advantage. But 
there seems to be a serious impression both in London and the Clyde that 
although steam may succeed in lessening somewhat the time of transit of 
the goods the disparity of rates of freight between sailing ships and 
steamers requisite to pay the latter, being entirely disproportionate to 
to their relative performances, cannot ensure a corresponding advantage 
to the merchant, and therefore the question of canvas or steam in the 
tea trade between China and London will be answered, at least for a long 
time to come, in favour of the extreme sailing ships. 

The magnitude and importance of this staple article of commerce, 
which has now become almost a necessary of daily life, render it a matter 
of great moment to have the transit from the place of production to the 
great depot of consumption effected as quickly, safely, and regularly as 
possible. Before steam threatened to rival the good old merchantmen in 
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maintaining our commercial relations with distant lands in the exchange 
of this and other staples of trade for our own manufactures, the ships 
were constructed much more with a view (o capacity for cargo than to at- 
tain great speed. But since the advent of steam, and now that vessels 
80 propelled have proved themselves rapid, safe, and regalar means of 
conveyance, the supporters of canvas have constructed their ships of ex- . 
tremely clipper model, many of which—in the long voyages at any rate— 
bat particularly in the China trade, have proved by their swiftuess very 
formidable rivals to steam. The merchant, whose property is conveyed, 
being deeply {nterested, very heartily must promote an improvement 
where the uncertainties of calms and storms are dispelled by application 
of a motive power independent of the wind; and the course, unless the 
sailing ship can be made in some way equal to the task of competing 
with a chance of success against the steamer, the preference will be awarded 
to the latter. 

In communication with adjacent countries there is no nesd to dispute 
the supremacy of steam. But in the long voyages—in which, naturally 
enough, from success in the short ones, the idea of similar success has 
induced the attempt—it is a matter of considerable doubt whether it is at 
all practicable, not only on account of the many obstacles (unknown in 
short voyages) which meet the projectors, but chiefly from the unequal 
battle they must fight with the extreme clippers, which are yet the fa- 
vourite means of conveyance, simply because—very different from the 
old merchantmen—they have proved themselves to be speedy, regular, 
and reliable carriers. This subject has been investigated by many owners, 
both in England and China, who are engaged in the trade, and although 
many have, with commendable enterprise, made bold endeavours to gain 
that reliable position which has been awarded to steam in the Trans- 
atic and other successful short trades, the results both to owners of 
cargo and steamer, in attempting the China trade, have been, to say the 
least, unsatisfactory. This can easily be conceived. The obvious diffi- 
culty that meets the projectors of steam in pursuing successfully so long 
8 voyage, is the cost of maintaining by its power a rate of speed noticeably 
greater than that of the extreme sailing clippers, or, in other 
words, accomplishing the voyage in a space of time so much 
shorter than they can, that it will compensate for the extra 
rate of freight which steamers must obtain in order to pay. Next to 
the cost of producing this power, a similarly serious dificulty, requiring 
similar compensation, meets the projector, in the necessity of limiting 
the cargo capacity of the steamer in order to carry the engines and fuel. 
And besides these serious considerations, the route between England and 
China being naturally in favour of sailing ships, their course lying for the 
greatest part of the way through the regions of the trade-winds, where 
nothing is equal to canvas, steamers come to compete with them on terms 
of inequality very much in favour of the latter. Even on those parta of 
the voyage, the belts of calms and variable winds which bound the trades 
and which of old distressed the mariner in his lumbersome East Indiaman 
by tedious delay—where steam admittedly has the advantage of canvas 
—the advocates of the latter have so successfully modelled their ships, and 
spread on their lofty masts such press of sail, that the lightest airs, un- 
felt by common ships, in a very short time waft these clippers on their 
way. Thus the gain by the steamer in calms is of comparatively no ac- 
count with the certain advantage this exceptional sort of ships has in 
winds. 

Looking at the question of canvas v. steam from another point of 
view, and assuming that steam could effect the transit in twenty days 
Jess than a sailing ship, on the voyage from Foochow to London, and 
apart from the consideration of the rate of freight that would enable the 
owner to maintain such a vessel, what would the advantage to the mer- 
chant be? This economy in time, by such a mode of aonveyance, would 
save the merchant interest, and probably insurance on his goods, to ex- 
tent of perhaps a farthing per Ib., besides giving him by carly delivery 
the speculative chance of another farthing, or perhaps halfpenny per Ib. 
These, together amounting to say 3d., might enable him to pay a fair share 
of that tothe steamship owner—beyond the rates paid by sailing vessels. 
One halfpenny per Ib. is about 35s. per ton of 50 cubic fect of tea, which 
isan advance in rate of freight beyond which the merchant must feel 
unwilling to go as long as the clippers keep up the speed which they have, 
latterly especially, ensured. Beyond that, it is not at all probable that 
the steamship owner can calculate, unless in exceptional cases, where 
such earlier delivery prospectively promises a better result to the mer- 
chant, and the latter can afford thus to encourage this comparatively ex~ 
pensive means of transit. But it is clear to the most casual inquirer into 
this question that until steam can compete with canvas on equal terms, 
the preference will undoubtedly be awarded to the latter. 

The reasons already mentioned—namely, the cost of fuel and the space 
it occupies in attempting this long voyage—are the (at present) insuper= 
able difficulties to contend with, and which have been more or less the 
cause of so many failures in the endeavour of the promoters of steam to 
get a place firmly in this trade, And until these serious hindrances can 
be removed by some invention to economise fuel, every succeeding attempt 
must result as unsatisfactorily as those which have gone before. Against 
every new thing there naturally exists prejudice. And had steam not 
we should have been disposed to have viewed the prevailing 
feeling, which in China particularly is very obvious and common, against 
the steamers, as simply want of honest judgment. But from the com- 
parison wo have endeavoured to make in the preceding remarks it is clear 
that there are actual grounds of distrust in steamers, and plain reasons why 
sailing clippers in this trade should be preferred and substantially supported. 
While we come to this conclusion on the subject of canvas r. steam, it 
cannot be denied that the success of the sailing ship has been much owing 
to the incentive produced by competition with steam. No doubt while 
many unsuccessful attempts were being made the shipowner saw the ne~ 
cessity to meet the advancing spirit of the age, and struggle for the 
supremacy of sail. For from year to year the ships have been construeted 
of always finer model, dimensions being adopted where capacity was 
sacrificed for speed. In fact (of late more especially) the extreme clippers 
in this employment have been built with lines that more resemble those of 
our pleasure yachts than that of ships for carrying merchandise. So 
much has this been the case that these shipsare renowned throughout the 
world for their remarkable sailing powers, and are peculiarly the pride and 
property of the China Tea Trade.

ANNOUNCED FRENCH CONVENTION WITH CHINA, 

Tue English newspapers published in China frequently make 
merry at the expense of their home contemporaries when the 
latter are betrayed into any lapsus calami with regard to affairs 
in China. Much allowance should be made for the mistakes of 
those who in Europe and Amcrica attempt to criticise the politics 
of Eastern Asia, but we observe little of that much-to-be-desired 
charity on the part of the Hong Kong and Shanghai journals, 
Frequently indeed the opinions of home writers are travestied and 
even grossly misrepresented in order to furnish forth material 
for a satirical article, or to fill up a gaping void by means of a 

nsational paragraph, We have occasionally suffered 
justice, but we should be satisfied to bear with the 
slight annoyance it has caused us were the China prints them- 
selves mirrors of accuracy, or were they in all cases rigorously 
closed against doubtful assertions or crazy speculations. We 
claim indulgence on the ground of our removal far from the 
field whereon the events we criticise actually occur ; and we are 
disposed to extend a similar indulgence to our China contempo- 
raries in consideration of the insufficient material provided for 
the wants of a daily paper in Hong Kong or Shanghai. But 
just as we disclaim any right to mercy should we be found giving 
expression to opinions totally at variance with common sense, 
and directly opposed to every well ascertained fact of Chinese 
history and every well recognised trait of Chinese character, 0 
we are disposed to judge severely any statement made in the 
columns of the China papers on “reliable native authority” 
whenever that statement is irreconcilable with sense and expe- 
rience. Not, indeed, that we desire to oppose facts by theories ; 
on the contrary, our attempts are limited to testing assertions 
by the touchstone of ordinary judgment. 

Apropos of these remarks, we find that the Shanghai papers 
have recently given currency to an extraordinary legend, pur- 
porting to be based on most reliable information, to the effect 
that a compact has been entered into between the French and 
Chinese Governments, under which all native Catholic converts 
are removed from the jurisdiction of their own authorities, and 
are placed directly under that of the missionaries, to whom be- 
longs the right of adjudicating in civil and criminal cases or 
of deciding which shali and which shall uot be submitted to the 
native tribuuals. So startling an announcement surely demanded 
some previous preparation—sornething to make it swallowable 
by even the most voracious of guidnuncs. But no such pre- 
paration was vouchsafed to us ; as we have stated it, so in other 
words has it been stated to the public of Shanghai and to the 
English and continental readers of Shanghai journals, It may 
appear almost childish to waste time in discussing so evident o 
canard, Our only excuse is that information relating to China 
is apt to be accepted for better or for worse without question, 
and we shall not be surprised to find Colonel SyKes or some 
other senator of inquiring mind demanding an explanation of 
the “ extraordinary apathy evinced by our Minister” in permit- 
ting such a treaty to pass without protest. We utterly give up 
the task of accounting for the phenomenon of such an outrage 
on common sense‘and probability appearing in a Shanghai paper, 
and we content ourselyes with pointing out the reasons upon 
which we ground our unqualified rejection of the (so-called) 
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siveness of the Chinese Government place the granting of such 
a power to foreigners quite out of the pale of possibility. But 
even if we take no account of the peculiarities of the Chinese 
rulers, we assume as self-evident that no Government would 
permit the existence of such an imperium in imperio, or would 
voluntarily resign its jurisdiction over hundreds of thousands of 
its subjects. Are these subjects to govern themselves in con : 
formity with the laws under which they have hitherto lived ? 
Nothing of the kind. They are assigned over to a body of irre 
sponsible foreigners, themselves the objects of grave suspicion 
and frequently of relentless persecution. Moreover, as it is im- 
possible to conceive that such a concession could have been 
made voluntarily, a9 it is equally impossible to conceive 
that the representative of such a Power as France 
could in this enlightened age make a demand so opposed 
to all justice and precedent, so alien to the faith of nations. 
We would ask in what light the English and American Ministers 
were likely to regard such a step. Would they look quietly on, 
and permit the measure to pass unquestioned? In fact, the 
discussion leads us from absurdity into absurdity whence 
we can escape but by one method ; namely, by cutting the 
Gordian knot, and boldly repudiating the whole story. The 
inventor or reproducer seems to have forgotten, among other 
things, that a complete system of rules for the guidance of these 
ecclesiastical courts should be drawn up and promulgated ; that 
provision should be made for appeal ; that in fact the French 
jurisconsults should invent a code of laws and regulations to 
extend to the whole eighteen provinces of China, but only to 
apply to a certain section of the inhabitants separated from 
their neighbours by nothing more tangible than a difference of 
creed. Suppose, then, this colossal task (before which the 
twelve labours of Hercules sink into insignificance) is at length 
accomplished. The code thus constructed is to be administered 
by men destitute of legal attainments, and by special education 
unfitted to unravel the intricacies and complexities of law. 
How unjust must necessarily be many of the decisions; how 
often must the course of legal procedure be interrupted by 
sudden changes of faith on the part of plaintiff or defendant, 
according as the native or foreign courte appear to lean to the 
side of his adversary. We confess we stand amazed at the. 
magnitude of the hoax practised upon the Shanghai journals, 
and we mentally congratulate ourselves upon the existence of 
so much simple faith which wo are told on good authority is 
more “than Norman blood.” Stipulations inserted in treaties 
wrung from the Chinese at the point of the bayonet have. 
hitherto proved futile, yet we are now called upon to believe 
that upon an understanding entered into by the French and 
Chinese officials, the legislative system of the country is to 
be remodelled. Who is to be responsible for the inevitable 
blunders and complications ? How are the decisions of the new 
magistrates to be enforced ? These and numberless other queries 
of asimilar nature suggest themselves to us, but it is almost 
needless to say that we have as yet received no enlightenment 
upon them, 

After all, however, there must have been a foundation for 
this vast superstructure of fiction for which the public is in- 
debted to the teeming imagination of some incorrigible Shanghai 
joker. Fortunately our correspondence supplies us with the 
solitary grain of wheat that has produced the bushel of chaff 
which we have just sifted. Far from enlarging the powers of 
the Catholic missionaries, an attempt has recently been made 
to curtail their treaty-secured privileges. To this end the. 
authorities of the province of Szuchuan have drawn up a set of 
rules for the future guidance of the Catholic missionaries, 
said rules having the effect of limiting the existing rights of the 
Christian communities and of lowering the dignity of the. 
Catholic priests and bishops. The present state of things was,. 
indeed, to be modified, but modified in a manner diametrically 
opposed to that detailed by our Shanghai brethren. 





FOREIGN TRADE WITH CHINA: 

Tue Customs system in China under the foreign inspectorate 
has recently been modelled closely upon that adopted in Great. 
Britain, and amongst other note-worthy improvements we woulL 
especially draw attention to the minute returns periodically 
issued by the Commissioners at the various ports. These re- 
turns are of a three-fold character. We have first the aunual 
reports of trade, wherein are carefully summarised all the articles 
of import and export with their relative quantities and values. 
From these merchants are enabled to form an approximate idea 
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sumption, and are furnished with authoritative statistics re- 
garding the best markets for native and foreign goods. To the 
same end conduce the quarterly returns which have been esta- 
lished for the first time this year, but these latter are addition- 
ally valuable as furnishing comparative statements for different 
Seasons of the year. Again, in order to remove every ground 
of error or misconception, the Commissioners are required to 
draw up annual reports on the trade at the ports open by T'reaty 
to foreign trade, and these not only contain valuable information 
regarding the districts in the neighbourhood of each port which 
could not with propriety be inserted amongst the annual tables 
of statistics, but also present in a compact form the deduction 
that may fairly be drawn from the facts scattered, throughout 
the tables. Such are the regularly issued reports. In addition 
to these the Inspector-General occasionally calls for special 
information upon certain points of vast importance to foreign 
merchants, such, for example, as the pamphlet ‘on “Native 
Opium Cultivation,” published some two years since. It will 
thus be seen that the Customs establishment at the open ports 
in China is not merely employed in the collection of revenue, 
but moreover fulfils the all-important office of recording the 
progress of trade, and of drawing attention to those facts re- 
garding the country under its supervision, which are likely to 
prove most extensively useful to the mercantile communities. 
Were it only in this one respect, the Inspector-General has 
earned the thanks of European and American capitalists who are 
interested in the Eastern trade. 

We have now before us the volume of Reports on the Trade 
at the Ports in China open by Treaty to Foreign Trade, for the 
year 1865, published by order of the Inspector-General of 
Customs, and printed at the Imperial Maritime Customs’ Press, 
Shanghai. It forms a well-printed quarto volume of 142 pages, 
excellently arranged, and got up in a manner that would do 
credit to a London publishing house. As an appropriate pre- 
face, it opens with certain extracts froma despatch addressed 
on the 24th January last by the Inspector-General to the 
Teung-li yamén, or Board of Foreign Affairs. From these 
extracts we derive all the information necessary to explain the 
principle upon which the reports are based, and we are further 
supplied with a few important facts regarding some of the more 
fruitful sources of the revenue. Thus the import dues are 
reported to have fallen off since June, 1862, principally in 
consequence of the American war and the resulting decrease in 
the manufacture of English cotton goods. Opium has increased 
yearly in importance, the revenue from this source having risen 
from Tls, 211,650 in 1860-61 to Tis. 1,692,351 in 1864-65. 
A falling off in export dues was noticeable during 1864-65, but 
this may reasonably be ascribed to those causes which operated 
all over the world, and we are therefore disposed to echo the 
Inspector-General’s opinion that the annual collections for the 
future are more likely to exceed than to fall short of those for 
1864 and 1865. 
same cause, showed a decline during 1864-65 ; but on the other 
hhand the coast trade duty has increased yearly, and there is 
every reason to believe that it will continue to increase. 
Shanghai has always been the largest collector of duties on 
imports, opium, tonnage, and coast trade ; while Foochow and 
Hankow, in consequence of the large export of tea from these 
places, figure most prominently as collectors of export duties. 
And, finally, as a general summary, we are informed that dur- 
ing the five years ended the 30th June, 1865, the revenue 
accruing to the Chinese Government from foreign trade at the 
Treaty ports amounted in all to about Tis. 32,650,000, or, 
estimating this as five per cent. ad valorem on the total trade 
‘we may roughly assign two hundred millions sterling as the 
amount of foreign trade with China during the above mentioned 
period. Of this sum eighty millions are to be appropriated to 
imports, and one hundred and twenty millions to exports, thus 
showing the balance of trade to have been in favour of China to 
the amount of about forty millions sterling, We need not 
enlarge on the political significance of these figures. To quote 
the Inspector-General’s words—“ Foreign merchants come to 
“ China to trade because it pays them to do so; the figures 
just given will make it patent to any one that the Chinese— 
“ merchants, people, and Government—are not without their 
“share in the advantages springing from commercial inter- 
“ course.” 

Following this summary, we find three comprehensive state- 
ments, No 1, showing the revenue collected, under the head- 
ings of Import, Opium, Export, Tonnage, Coast Trade, and 
Native, at each port during each year, 1st October, 1860, to 
30th June, ,1865; No, 2, showing the revenue of each 
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port from year to year; and No. 3, showing the total annual 
collection under each heading. Then come, varying in minute- 
ness and importance, the reports from the Commissioners at 
the open thirteen ports ; but before entering on these, which 
form the great body of the volume, we would mention an 
Analysis of Chiness Commerce, by M. Gasparp HENRI NOETZLI, 
which we would gladly summarise were it not already in a form 
which defies further condensation. M. Noerzui's Analysis has 
already been published in the Chinese papers, and may, we 
believe, be had in a separate form at Hong Kong and Shanghai, 
An appendix, which completes the reports, contains translations 
of M, Giquet’s and M. Kieczxowskr's contributions, the former 
into English, the latter into French, as also a report on the 
trade of Chinkiang for the year 1864, received, we presume, 
too late for insertion in the volume published in 1865. 

‘We now proceed to analyse briefly the several reports, com- 
mencing with a very elaburate article on the trade and trading 
prospects of Newchwang, contributed by Mr. MacpHerson, and 
placed first upon the list. Mr. MacrHErson is already favourably 
known to Anglo-Chinese readers by his valuable report onthe trade 
of Hankow, published about a year ago. He now furnishes a 
similar report on the trade of Newchwang, adding to it much im- 
portant information respecting the province of Manchuria. The 
port of Yingtzu, which has been substituted for that of New- 
chwang, nominally opened to foreign trade by the Treaty of 
Tien-tain, is situated on the Sua-muren, about eighteen miles 
from its mouth, Foreigners have lost nothing by Yingtzu hav- 
ing taken the place of Newchwang, inasmuch as the !atter city 
is now inaccessible by water, save to the smallest river craft, ix 
consequence of the rapid silting of the Sua-muren, All commu- 
nication by water is cut off during about nineteen weeks out of 
the year, namely, from November to March inclusive, during 
which period the river and its approaches are blocked up by 
ice. The number of foreign vessels, or at least the amount of 
tonnage annually visiting Newchwang, has steadily increased 
since the opening of the port in 1861. Thus the numbers and 
tonnage for the past five years are represented by these figures : 
1861, 33 ships, 11,346 tons; 1862, 86 ships, 27,747 tons; 
1863, 201 ships, 61,155 tons ; 1864, 302 ships, 88,281 tons ; 
and 1865, 274 ships, 91,118 tons. During the five years the 
Customs revenues rose from Tis. 2,291 to Tis. 167,064. The 
large increase in foreign tonnage must not, however, be taken as 
indicating a corresponding increase in the total trade, asin place 
of about three thousand native junks which formerly arrived 
and departed annually, no more than thirteen hundred entered. 
during the year 1865, The import and export trade is con- ~ 
ducted by four foreign firms and about ten important native 
hongs. Of the foreign firms two are English, one American, 
and one German, The trade may, however, be said to be vir-" 
tually in the hands of the natives, as out of the two hundred 
and seventy-four vessels which arrived in 1865 only thirty- 
seven were consigned to foreigners. This native monopoly is 
clearly shown by the fact that of Tis. 167,000 derived by the 
Customs as revenue from foreign trade during 1865, no more 
than Tis. 10,000 was paid by foreigners. The reasons assigned 
for this vast preponderance of native influence in the trade of 
the port are sufficiently satisfactory in a logical sense, however 
heavily they may weigh upon those foreigners who are most 
directly interested. The native merchants are chiefly of Can- 
tonese and Swatow origin, and being thus natives of the con- 
suming districts supplied by Newchwang, are in constant corres- 
pondence with agents or principals in these districts by whom. 
they are supplied with invaluable information. Their long 
connection with the Newchwang trade enables them to purchase 
on credit when money is tight, and their well known integrity 
and large resources render their paper, drawn even at long 
periods, readily negotiable by the Tartar and Chinese bankers, 
At Newchwang money is always tight, andthe only variations 
in the market are degrees of scarcity rather than degrees of 
plenty. In the case of foreigners, when the produce markets 
are low, imports must be offered at a correspondingly low 
figure, while, on the other hand, the native merchants hold over 
their stocks for the most favourable periods, and in the mean- 
while discount bills, at a fairly reasonable rate, and obtain six 
weeks’ or two months’ credit before paying for the produce they 
purchase. But one of the most pregnant reasons assigned is 
the existence ia its worst form of the compradore system, where- 
by the foreign merchant is compelled to entrust his fortune and 
even his reputation to an agent upon whom he has little check, 
if any, and whose own personal interests invariably outweigh 
those of bis employer. 

The export trade of Ying-tzu consists of pulse, bean cake, and 
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oil. The first is used as an article of food by the Cantonese 
and Fobkienese, the second makes an excellent food for cattle, 
but is more generally applied to purposes of agriculture, and the 
last is used in cookery. Oil is generally shipped by native juoks 
for the very sufficient reason that the paper-lined baskets 
wherein it is transported to the South are handled more care- 
fully on board such craft than on board foreign vessels ; but 
pulse and bean cake are, as a rule, shipped in foreign bottoms. 
Cotton is also occasionally exported, and there appears, strange 
to say, to be a growing trade in rice,of which grain 37,728 
piculs, or say 2,220 tons were shipped (chiefly to Shanghai) 
during 1865. It appears probable, or at least possible, that 
at some future day coal and silk may be numbered 
among the exports from Newchwang. Of the former 
@ somewhat inferior quality is freely produced about 
forty miles to the south-east of Moukden, and it may be con- 
jectured that with improved appliances the price, now estimated 
at Tis. 8 per ton, could be materially lowered, and a better 
quality of coal put on the market. Silk is also produced to 
the extent of about three hundred piculs per annum, at a 
cost of Tis, 170 per picul, and it is to be observed that the 
northern silkworm, which is larger than that found in Che- 
Kiang and Kiangsu, feeds not on the mulberry butonthe leaf of a 
shrub oak. Following up the list of productions of Manchuria, 
Mr. MacrHErson supplies some interesting details regarding the 
cultivation and collection of ginseng, the wondrous root in 
whose virtues every native of China and Tartary places such im- 
plicit faith. It would be difficult to enumerate tbe properties 
supposed to reside in this simple drug ; far easier would it be 
to sum up the attributes which it has not. Human life is con- 
sidered as but of secondary value when compared with the 
importance of obtaining supplies of ginseng, and as it is found 
in greatest perfection only amid the densest forestsand most im- 
penetrable morasses, many of those who are employed to search 
for it annually perish. Spurious qualities are freely exported- 
indeed the average value of eight hundred and sixty-seven 
catties exported in foreign vessels during 1865 was’ not two 
taels per catty, whereas on the other hand, a genuine root 
Weighing no more than six mace is worth fifty taels,a mace 
deing the 160th part of a catty. The valueof the import trade 
for 1865 showed a considerable increase over 1864, due princi- 
pally to the large arrivals of opium and English cotton manu- 
factures, as also to an increase in the import of bar and nail- 
rod iron. Still, the general poverty of the province of 
Manchuria appears likely to limit the growth of Ying-tzu in im- 
portance. Moukden is a city of great wealth, and the inhabi- 
tants of south-eastern Mongolia are gradually increasing in 
number andriches. But the deserts on the north-west shut 
ut the Khanates from the great Mongolian mart, and compel 
them to supply their wants and dispore of their produce at 
Kiachta. The western districts, again, are supplied directly 
from Hankow and Tientsin, while to the east and north-east 
foreign goods if they be ever required would most naturally be 
supplied from the Amoor territory. The Corea likewise pro- 
misses little, for although the country is believed to be rich in 
the precious metals the inhabitants are slothful, exclusive and 
‘anenterprising. Under any circumstances, even were the re- 
sources of the Corea developed, there are other outlets for the 
Yeaulting trades which would debar Newchwang from any large 
share in transactions with the Coreans. 

The producing districts in the neighbourhood of Newchwang 
lie along a line drawn through south-eastern Mongolia from the 
Great Wall to the Songari. Here is grown nearly four-fifths of 
the pulse which enters the port of Ying-tzu, but neither foreign 
nor native merchants attempt to make their purchases in the 
interior. Brokers who have been engaged in the business for 
years and have thus gained the full confidence of the producers 
enjoy a monopoly of the agency. These brokers or dealers do 
not sell direct to the Ying-tzu merchants but consign their 
purchases to keepers of “yards” at the port, between whom 
and the exporter local brokers act as go-Letweens. Insuperable 
obstacles are thrown in the way of the exporter if he attempt 
to approach the producer except in this roundabout fashion’ 
and in fact the trade is so fully established on the existing 
basis that any attempt to alter it would be hopeless. We 
have thus summarised the contents of Mr, MacPHERsoN’s 
report on the trade of Newchwang; the information contained 
in it is of the very highest importance, and deserves careful 
consideration at the hands of thoscinterested in the develop- 
ment of foreign trade with China. In a future issue we will 
return to the volume into which we havo thus dipped.

THE ANGLICAN BISHOPRIC IN CHINA. 

No appointment has as yet been made to the vacant bishop- 
rio of Victoria (Hong Kong). The selection of a successor to 
Bishop Smith has been delegated by the Earl of Carnarvon, 
Secretary by State for the Colonies, to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. Two or three names of suitableclergymen have 
been submitted to his Grace’s consideration; and we have 
reason for believing that the nomination of a new Bishop af 
Victoria will be made within a few weeks from the present 
time. It is understood that a council of bishops, usually con- 
sulted by the Primate on ecclesiastical matters in the colonies, 
will assemble during the ensuing month of November; after 
which it is presumed that there will be no further delay in 
filling up this vacant Colonial see. 





THE MANILA CONSULATE. 
‘Tae appointment of Mr. Rainals to this post has been can- 
celled, and Mr. G. T. Ricketts, late Consul at Sarawak, has bean 


nominated to fill it. The former appointment, as we have 
already shown, was by no means a suitable one ; for, although 
Mr. Rainals is undeniably eligiblo in other respects, his want 
of knowledge of the Spanish language would have proved a bar 
to his usefulness at Manila. The appointment now announced 
will, we trust, set the matter entirely at rest, and prove both 
permanent and satisfactory to all parties. Indeed it is high 
time that the vicissitudes which have so long kept this Consu- 
late in an unsettled state should come to an end. On the return 
of Mr. Brackenbury, who only held the post a few months, 
Mr. Webb, the Vice-Consul—who had resided some eighteen 
years in Manila, and would have been a most efficient successor 
—assumed charge ; but very shortly afterwards was removed 
by death. In the meanwhile, Mr. Randall Callander had been 
appointed to go out, but was subsequently superseded by Mr. 
Rainals, who in his turn now gives placo to Mr. Ricketts. We 
may here mention, incidentally, that the post now vacated by 
Mr. Ricketts at Sarawak is not filled up, nor is @ successor 
likely to be appointed at present. We find the previous ser- 
vices of Mr. Ricketts are as follows :— 

Appointed a Cornet in the Sed Light Dragoons January 16th,1848; pro- 
moted to be Lieutenant Aug. 3, 1849, and served with that regiment in 
Tndia from 1846 to 1853; was present during the Punjaub campaign and 
at the battle of Goojerat, for which he has received a medal and clasps. 
‘Was appointed Lieutenant in the 12th Lancers July 20th, 1853, and served 
with that regiment at Bengalore in 1854 and 1855. Exchanged into the 
52nd Light Infantry November 24th, 1854. Was Paymaster in the Sth 
Dragoon Guards from April 6th, 1855, till January SOth, 1857, when he 
was appointed a Lieutenant in the Ceylon Rifle Regiment ; retired Jan. 
16th, 1858. Was present at the battle of the Tchernaya and the capture 
of Sebastopol, for which he received a medal. Was for some time Can 
cellier in the Consulate at Morasir, and was Acting-Consul there from 
December 12th, 1859, till May 15th, 1869. Was afterwards private secre- 
tary to Mr. Longworth, Consul-General at Belgrade. Was Acting-Consul 
at Belgrade from July 9th to November 10th, 1863; and was appointed 
Consul at Sarawak, Borneo, January Ist, 1864. 








FRANCE AND THE COREA. 

Tr is not the intention, we believe, of the French Govern- 
ment to give authority for any special expedition to the Corea, 
with @ view of punishing the Government for the massacres inr 
flictedon the Catholic missionaries. There has been an impression 
that the opportunity would be taken to euforco a treaty of 
commerce on the Coreans, and that Her Majesty's Government 
would be asked to join in the enterprise. \Vo understand on 
good authority that no such respresentation has been made by 
the French Government. 

It is stated in the French papers, that Rear Admiral Rose; commanding: 
the French naval division in the Chinese and Japanese waters, sent a fresl 
note to the King of the Corea on the 2nd of September, and that if justice 
is not done to the demands of France, a division of gunboats, commanded 
by the Admiral in person, who will unfurl his tlag on board of the Bourdais 
will proceed up the Nagtow-kan, which leads to the capital of the country. 
“ We are assured, says a semi-official organ, that the Admiral is deter 
mined to obtain not only the most complete religious liberty, but also the 
permission for foreigners to establish themselves in the Corea, with the 
same rights as they now possess in China and Japan.” This unwise an~ 
nowncement has naturally given rise to awkward comments, and awell 
known journalist asks:— What should we say of England if she were to 
bombard Iavre or Cherbourg, Marseilles or ‘Toulon, in order to establish 
complete political liberty in France? What will happen when we have 
taught the Chinese to fight? If we teach them to defend themselves, do 
we not teach them to attack us? And the empireof China alone has 
hundred and ten millions of inhabitants, more than all Europe together. 
Before going to impose complete religious ‘liberty on China,’ would it 
not be better to commence by establishing complete poli tical liberty in 
France? Frenchmen, what doyou think of it? Of these two policies 
which is the false one ?” 

Now we cannot help thinking that both these gentlemen exhibit a sad 
want of judgment, and write much in the style of speeches at a debating 
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‘society ; but there is some excuse for the latter in the buxkum of the for- 
mer, and is there not some excuse even for the former in the fact that un- 
fortnaiely the French public is seldom informed of what is about to be 
done, but of what only has been done or attempted ? We do not understand 
such excessive diplomacy, and we believe it to be one of the greatest mis- 


takes possible.

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH INDIA. 

‘The report of the Select Committee on East India Commu- 
nication that sat during the last session, has recently been 
inmaed, and contains some interesting particulars on this impor- 
tant subject. 

Is appears from evidence adduced that there exist at the present time 
two systems of telegrapby between England and our Indian possessions. 
One, commonly dthe Turkish route, passes through Vienua, and 

fallachia or Servia to Constantinople, or reaches the latter city by way 
of Turin, across the Adriatic to Selonica, and along the shores of the 
Sea of Marmora. Having reached Constantinople, it is forwarded through 
‘Asiatic Turkey to Bagdad, and thence to Fao, where it is received by 

itish officers for despatch to Kurrachee, or by way of Teheran to Bu- 
shire, where it again falls in with the main line, and is then exclusively 
under the control of the Government of India. A message by this route 
may be dealt with by no less than ten Administrations before passing into 
Br tish hands. A large mass of evidence goes to prove that tle vexatious 
del‘ays constantly occurring on this line are mainly due to the apathy ai 
carelessness of Turkish officials, who not only neglect to keep any wire, 
or system of wires exclusively toe Anglo-Indian use, under the term of the 
Tndo-Ottoman Convention, but fail egregiously in the prompt performance 
of their ordinary clerical duties. The other available system, called the 
Bussian route, passes through Berlin, via the Hague, thence into Russia, 
through Tiflisto Julpha, on the Arras, and so over the Persian system to 
Bushire. These two systems of telegraphic communication are distinct as far 
as the bead of the Persian Gulf, but intercommunication may be altogether 
suspended by the occurrence of any accident to the submarine cable be- 
tween this point and Kurrachee. he Russian system seems to work well 
as far as the eastern frontiers of that country, but fails in its entirety from 
the imperfect arrangements of the Persian service between Julpba and 
Teheran, ,, A.report submitted by Colonel Goldschmid in November, 
1865, recommends that such part of the Anglo-Indian system as passes 
through the Ottoman Empire should be placed in the hands of English- 
men, making the principal stations at once Anglo-Ottoman, as at Fao. 
‘This plan, however, is inadmissible for political reasons. ‘The Russian 
Government are willing to place their system in the bands of a London 
firm, and such a course would be eminently advantageous if the possession 
of the Persian line could be secured. The committee have therefore re- 
commended that means should be adopted for fa: ting the use of the 
Persian system with Europe, so as to bring the Russian route under effi- 
‘cient control ; that to avoid future accidents, the Persian Gulf cable should 
be doubled, or, by arrangements with the Persian Government, that hand 
wires should be instituted between Ispahan and Kurrachee. That the 
scheme of establishing a direct communication between Aelxandria and 
Bombay by way of Aden ally worthy of consideration, and should 
receive all possible aid from Ber Majesty's Goveroment, as thus establ 
ing a route under one management and responsibility. The committee 
also urge upon the fadian authorities the absolute necessity of improving 
their internal arrangements, so as to remove all risk of delay in the trans- 
Mission of messages from Kurrachee to the interior. 


























Tue Order in Council for the government of the Straits 
Settlements of the Colonial-office has not yet been drawn up, 
but arrangements are we believe in progress for assuming the 
goverument early next year. Several changes are contemplated, 
in order to establish the future Government more in accordance 
with colonial regulations. 








CONDITION OF THE SILK TRADE OF LYONS. 
Ethasbeen pretty generally known fors long time, notwithstanding certain 
‘statements which have been put forth from time to time, that the condi- 
tion of the Lyons manufacturers was most unsatisfactory. The failure of the 
home crop of silk, the American war and other circumstances, have done 
their work only too completely. Still the full extent of the mischief has 
been concealed with much care, till the condition of the spinners, weavers, 
‘and all who depend upon that industry has become so deplorable that con- 
cealment is no longer possible, and the task even of ameliorating the con- 
dition of that large population one which may well make thoughtful men 
ast. A statement respecting the condition of the export trade of the 
ilk district has just appeared, and the assertions contained therein are so 
atartling that but for the high character of the reporter and his undoubted 
knowledge of the subject upon which he writes, would be likely to be sct 
down as the production of a bewildered brain. M. Arlés Dufour, for it 
is from his pen that the statement proceeds, has just informed the world that 
the amount of the exports of Lyons silks, which a few years since, in 1858, 
if we remember aright, was eighty-four millions of francs per annum, only 
reached eleven millions last year, and will, he believes, not exceed seven 
millions this year. A great staple tr like this fallen down to one- 
‘twelfth of what it was eight years ago, fact so startling that we can 
scarcely understand it. This is no local misfortune ; it isa national cala- 
mity, and one which will demand all the energy ofthe nation to meet and 
combat. Happily, as we are told, the difficulty is not complicated by 
any ill-will between the masters and the workmen; the latier have not 
shown, and, it is to be hoped, will not show any disposition to create diffi- 
culties; but thousands cannot be left to starve, and the sum required to 
feed or to employ such a population is not easy to raise. France escaped 
the cattle disease and came comparatively unscathed through the late 
commercial panic, but the silkworm disease was a serere blow, of which 
this sad state of things is probably in part the result. The dearness of 
the raw material, combined with the state of foreign markets, have pro- 
bably rendered the manufacturers and merchants over cautious; but at 























last the sufferings of the working-classes have become too great to be 
borne, anda remedy must be found. 

‘A month ago the writer of the commercial article in a Paris paper said: 
—* The insufficiency of the last crop of European silk and the unfavour- 
able news from the Far East have raised the price of the small quantity of 
the raw material to too high a figure. Each week the silk conditioners of 
Lyons register transactions of more importance than those of the corres- 
ponding week last year; but these transactions have little to do with the 
manufacture of Ly: Silk stuffs will not sell at prices suffi- 
ciently high in ion to the cost of the material, so the manufacturers 
abstain, albogh 








ey know that the English keep Asiatic silk at very 
high prices, and that the Swiss manufacturers at well as those on the banks: 
of the Rhine continue to make large purchases of silk in the Italian 
markets, where prices range three or four francs higher than they do in 
Lyons.” This statement is doubtless correct, but it increases the riddle 
instead of helping to explain it. If England, Switzerland, and the 
Rhenish manufacturers can pay such high prices for their silk, why is the 
trade of Lyons in such a desperate condition? 





DUTCH RULE IN JAVA. 
(TH TIMES.) 

Holland are divided on the subject of Java. Java, as the 
re, is the brightest gem in the Netherlands’ diadem, the pride 
of the Indian Archipelago, unmatched for beauty and fertility by any 
equal extent of the earth's surface. Java, an old Portuguese, and subse 
quently a Dutch colony, came into the hands of the English in 1811, and 
only fell back to the Netherlands by an act of spontaneous cession five 
years later. The Javanese, a Malay race, were already civilised at the 
time of the first Portuguese settlement in 1511, and by the advanced state 
of their agricultural industry, aided by the most perfect system of irriga 
tion, they bad made of tbeir land the granary of the Archipelago. The 
Dutch, who previous to 1811 had only some settlements in the i had 
introduced forced labour in their plantations; but their peculiar institue 
tions” were abolished during the English ‘occupation, and not restored for 
several years after the reinstalment of Netherlands rule. One of the 
Governor-Generals of the Dutch East Indies, however, by name Van dea 
Bosch, effected a revolution on a large scale in the island, appropriated 
all such soil as could best be turned to the production of sugar, cofee, 
indigo, &c., and, by the means of compulsory labour, changed the whole 
aspect aud economy of the land. The results of these measures, it is 
stated, were a rise in the revenue to ‘of £4,000,000 yearly, and am 
increase of the population trom.5,000, 1816 to 13,649,680 in 1863. 
‘We must not, however, suffer those somewhat star:ling numbers to mislead 
us, ‘The population of Java, with all its wondrous increase, is only about 
half the density of that of Lower Bengal, and as to trade, while the joint 
imports and exports, not only of Java, but of all the Dutch islandsin those 
Eastern Seas, are valued at about £13,000,000, they are exceeded by 
£2,000,000 by those of the three little British districts in the Straits of 
Malacca, the two principal of which were still uninhabited eighty years 
ago. That, with all the wealth which they accumulate for their take 
masters, the Javanese labourers do not greatly improve their own position 
one might fecl tempted to infer from the fact that the price of com bas 
during the last sixty years risen 200 per cent. The island, which was 
once, as we have said, the sole granary of the Malay Archipelago, bas 
ceased to export corn, and the supply for those islands come: the pre- 
sent day from the British possessions in Pegu, Aracan, and Siam. 

But, however splendid may be for Holland the results of the forced 
labour system in an economical point of view, the time has come in which 
such question are put to the test humanitarian, no less than utilitarian ime 
quiry, and an outcry has been raised among a party in the Dutch Opposl- 
tion by whom the system of cultivation in their East Indies, however dis~ 
guised it may be under the specious name of “ apprenticeship,” is stigmaa- 
tised as unmitigated servitude. It is little to the purpose to assert that the 
Javanese are not demoralised by their present condition, or that they are 
‘aware of no oppression, that the system is indigenous, and has always been 
in the island. Our age is at little trouble to distinguish between corvee and. 
baitue and downright slavery. It will put up with no forced labour, even. 
for the negro ; so much less, then, for the gentle and patient Malay, who 
seeks no escape from his lot except in emigration, and goes forth as @ 
sailor, sometimes even as a pirate, or looks abroad for employment in any 
other capacity but upon conditions of freedom. 
such a nature is the question which seems to have roused the Duteh 
pol 8 from their wonted sluggishness. fier the abolition of negro 
slavery in the Dutch West Indies in 1862-3 the Liberals wished to proceed 
to a similar measure in behalf of their Eastern possessions. A Bill for the 
abolition of forced labour in these colonies was brought in last year in the 
Dutch Parliament, but was rejected, as fraught with utter ruin to the 
colonies themselves, no less than to the mother country. More lately the 
Government filled the measure of popular discontent by the appoiniment 
to the office of Governor-General, of the East Indian possessions, the 
highest office in the Crown's gift, of a man formerly well known for bis 
leaning to the principles of free trade and free labour, but who had abane 
doued his principles, and ratted from his party. A vote of censure was 
passed in Loth Houses agairst the Ministers who had advised the nomina= 
tion of the obnoxious Governor. The King retorted by the dissolution 
of the Chamber, and Holland is now in all the throes of a general eleo= 
tion. A Royal proclamation, intended to soothe the angry spirits, seems 
to have been void of etfect. The Liberals are likely to muster stronger than 
ever in the new Parliament, and, ia the event of a new vote of want of cone 
fidence, the Ministers are said to contemplate a resort to exceptional mea= 
sures, equivalent to a violation of the Charter of 1848. It is easier to 
wish than to hope that milder counsels may prevail, The question of 
slavery, even under the most mitigated form, is one with which the present 
age will bearno tampering, The mischief which a violent abolition 
wrought in our West Indies and in the Southern States of the American 
Union might be even more grievously felt in the Netherlands’ colonies. 
For the sake of the serfs, no Jess than of the masters, it would be desirable 
that the reform, however total, might be gradual; but hitherto no con= 
sideration of prudence has ever bad the power (o stem the tide of passion 
in this delicate and dangerous matter; and we are not quite sure that even 
the proverbial Dutch phlegm will be able to keep its newly-awakened 
enthusiasm within rational elements.

The Waterwitch is an iron-cared gun-vessel 
of the sameclass as the Vixen and Viper, and will carry a similar arma~ 
ment, namely two 7-inch and four 20-pounder guns. She is the first vessel _ 
fitted with Ruthven’s “turbine ” or “hydraulic” engines, which invention 
is being introduced into the navy under the ices of Admiral Elliott. 
‘The following are the main features of the system : the vessel bas an inner 
and an outer bottom, and into the space between them the water is freely 
admitted by large rectangular openings in the fore part. In this space & 
large water-wheel, driven by a steam-engine of 150) horse-power (nominal) 
revolves rapidly, forcing the water at an immense pressure out of 
two pipes or “nozzles” one on either side of the vessel; and. 
the force with which it is ejected propels the vessel through 
the water just on the same principle as a rocket is impelled through t 
air. By simple machinery communicating with the deck these nozzles can 
be directed either ahead or astern at pleasure, so that the course of the 
vessel can be immediately altered, checked, or reversed, without stopping 
the engines; while by turning one nozzle each way she can be made to 
revolve on her axis. The trial was a complete success, a speed of nine knots 
being attained, while the steering was perfect, and the motion peculiarly 
smooth and easy. The advantages of the new method of propulsion are 
numerous. Power is economised, because the propellors are not lifted 
out of the water by pitching as with the screw; they are not likely to be 
darnaged by shot ; eevee not dependent on her rudder for sleerage 5 
she could not be sunk by shot holes, as the engines would pump out far 
more water than could be admitted ; and the management of the vessel 
is entirely under the control of the officer on duty, independent of the 
engines. :

The political agitation here is daily increasing, and the crisis 
will be decided on Tucsday next. It needs no comment that 
the proclamation of the King, which is addressed to every 
elector in the kingdom, and by which all those to whom the 
law givesthe right to vote are invited to proceed to the ballot, 
will turn in favour of the Liberals. Not only in the known 
Liberal districts will the contest result in the return of Liberal 
candidates, but it is very doubtful whether any Conservatives 
will be returned. The Liberal party will certainly be rein- 
forced by the new elections, and of course the new Chamber 
will at once proceed to pass a vote of want of confidence, so a8 
once more to overtkrow the Ministry. But in the meantime it 
is difficult to suppose that the Cabinet will yield, and therefore 
itis more than probable that the Government will have recourse 
to acoupd'etat. Our position is indeed very critical, and next 
Tuesday will be a day of great importance, both for the 
Netherlands avd the East Indies, 

Some Prussian papers have told us that the last despatch of the Berlit 
Cabinet in the matter of Luxembourg to our King, as the Grand Duke of 
that State, bore the aspect of an ultimatum.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

Herr Egmont Hagedorn, a merchant of this city, announces 
in the local papers the receipt of a remittance of $1,120— © 
which produced 3,360 Marks Banco—collected by bis son, Mr. 
J. 8,8. Hagedorn, of Singapore, among the German merchants 
and others established there (here he gives the names of the 
41 donors) which at their request he has distributed as follows : 
—1,500 Mks, Boo, for the widows and orphans of Prussian 
soldiers killed in the late war, 1,000 Mks. Beo, for those of 
the Austrians, 300 Mks. Beco. for those of the Hanoverians, 
300 Mks. Beo. for those of the Saxons, and 260 Mks. Boo. for 
those of the South German troops. 

A letter has been received from an officer of the Prussian 
corvette Vineta, dated Valparaiso, August 16, stating that they 
had received orders and were preparing to sail for Shanghai, 
only touching at Honolulu. They will speedily be reinforced 
by some smaller vessels and gunboats, it being the determina- 
tion of the Prussian Government to assist the other naval 
Powers of Europe in putting down pirscy in the China seas 
effectually. 

At the sitting of the Commercial Tribunal of this city, the 
following case was pleaded :—Gustav Balck ». Joseph Meyer, 
as partner in the firm of E. and J. Meyer, of Hong Kong. It 
sppoars that the planitiff had’a parcel of tar in a warchouse at 
Manilla, the sale of which was difficult on account of the earth- 
quakes and consequent leakage and heavy expenses. He 
therefore agreed to consign it to the defendant’s house at 
Hong Kong, expressly stating that it was not his wish tospecu- 
late on the fluctuations of the Hong Kong market, but rather 
& prompt sale at the best price to be obtained, and thus no 
limit was given. On the 11th of September he received informa- 
tion from the defendant that the price had fallen below $8, 
which was the figure he had said in his first letter that could 
be obtainsed. On the 3rd October he quoted the market price 
at $6 50c., but notwithstanding the dangerous nature of the 
article he preferred to speculate for a rise against the positive 
order to sell promptly, as delay only increased the charges. Ho 
therefore wrote out to make the defendant responsible, and 
eventually received account of sale, by which he found the tar 
had beenSsold at $3 50c., giving $574 ; but after deducting the 
cherges, the nett proceeds amounted to only $42 57c. Plaintiff 
therefore claimed $6% as the selling price, though defendants 
confessed to having sold inferior quality at $7. He further 
maintained he had only to bear the leakage and charges till 
November Ist, 1865, and claimed the sum of $955 45c. as per 
acount rendered. The Court ordered the defendant to justify 
within six months the course pursued by his house at Hong 
Kong, deferring judgment till then.

The Bank rate has not been altered. The discount market 
is well supplicd with money, and the demand being only mode- 
rate, good bills have been taken at 4 per cent., with excep- 
tional transactions at 3.

will obtain considerable advantage, as they can have their goods 
transhipped at Singapore from the Peninsular aud Oriental and 
Messageries steamers into those of the China Company for 
direct transmission to Manila, instead of the delay by the Hong 
Kong route, 

Since the general meeting of the shareholders of the Agra 
Bank, the committee appointed have met almost daily, and 
arrangements are being made for calling a meeting of the cre- 
ditors of the bank, many of the largest of whom have already 








signified their approval of the project ; steps are also taken to 
obtain the assent of the creditors in India and China. 

A numerously attended meeting of the shareholders of the 
Agra and Masterman’s Bank (Limited) was held on the 18th, 
at the London Tavern, and resolutions were unauimously passed 
to proceed with the necessary steps for the reconstruction of the 
bank, the details of which were given in our last. The chair- 
man (Mr. J. Thompson) pointed out at great length the 
advantages which, the shareholders would derive from the 
proposed arrangement, and he recommended them to avail 
themselves of the opportunity which the proposed scheme 
afforded to save the valuable goodwill and connection of the 
bank,’ which would, in his opinion, at an early date regain 
its old position as a profitable and prosperous concern, The 
proprietary of the bank consists of 1,256 shareholders, At 
the close of the meeting it was announced that 555 share 
holders in the old company had given their written assent to 
the proposed resuscitation, and also that 351 shareholders had 
agreed to take 15,379 shares, representing £153,790 of the 
£400,000 new capital required. Of the 701 shareholders who 
have not yet formally assented, 233 reside in India, or at a very 
remote distance from England ; 226 shareholders were present 
at the meeting to-day, and their feeling was both cordial and 
unanimous. The resolutions passed were as follows :— 

Proposed by the Chairman, seconded by J. Spicer, E1q., and carried 
‘unanimously :—“ That the shareholders present heartily approve of the 
proposal which has been submitted for the resuscitation of the Ladian por 
tion of the business of the bank.” Proposed by Captain Lynch, seconded 
by Colonel Smyth, and carried unanimousl; “« That @ committee, 
consisting of thirteen shareholders, with power to add to their number, five 
of whom to form a quorum, be appointed to carry out the necessary ar- 
rangements to give effect to the proposal, with power to make such modi- 
fications therein as the committee may find necessery.” Proposed by 
Colonel Freeth, seconded by Colonel Ewart, and carried unanimously 
— That such committee consist at present of the following sharehol 
ers:—Sir George Pollock, K.C.B, W. Bracken, Esq., J. Kemp, Esq.,, 
General Campbell, Sir P. Cautley, C. H. Lushington, Esq., 8. Wilmow 
Esq., J. Spicer, Esq., Colonel the Hon. H. B. Dalzell, E. H. Morland, 
Esq., Dr. Richardson, James Thomson, Esq., and H. W. Peek, Keq. 
Proposed by the Chairman, seconded by E. H. Morland, Esq.,and carried 
unanimously :—“ That this meeting desires to acknowledge the facilities 
hitherto afforded by Mr. Cannan, and request and authorise his co-oper 
tion with the committee, in taking such steps as may be necessary to give 
legal effect to the proposed arrangement.” 

The Economist on the subject says :— 

“ Tn general nothing is nearer to impossibility than to re-create a bank. 
While it existed, it lived upon its credit, and it failed only when it ceased 
to possess that credit. And credit cannot be revived. It is the opinion 
of a multitude, resting upon habit and impression, and if these supports 
are rudely broken, no argument will replace them or will do their work. 
For the most part a bank that has once failed has failedfor ever. But 
there are cases in which the usual rule does not hold because the usual 











cause does not operate, Sometimes, though very rarely, a bank 
fails not from a failure of confidence in the minds of those 
who used to trust but from some extrinsic fatality. Thus 





it has been found possible torevive the Consolidated Bank, because ite 
failure was due to the sudden fatuity of, the directors in shutting their 
doors and in combining with the Bank of London, and not to any diffused 
distrust among their depositors. A like reason applies to the Agra and 
Masterman's Bank, which it is now proposed to revive, The best of the 
credit of that bank was in India, but there never was any failure of credit 
in India, The former directors in Europe mismanaged the funds and 80 
broke the bank. But the Indian Civil Service who made the bank are 
still attached to it, and it would be still trusted in India, far rather than apy 
unknown or new competitor. Here is, therefore, a sound reason why an 
attempt should be made to revive the bank, if possible. A nucleus of 
credit still exists which may be made a source of profit, and which a new 
bank would take years to earn. We shall, therefore, bejglad if the attempt 
now being made to revive this bank should succeed, and the more so if 
ite reconstitution should mitigate’the present inconvenience both of the de~ 
positors and the shareholders of the old bauk.” 

At the meeting of the Oriental Bank a dividend at the rate 
of 12 per cent. per annum was declared, and at the Chartered 
Bank of India and China a dividend of 6 per cent. per annum, 
Reports of the mecting will be found in another column. 

Mr. D. T. Kobertson, the chief manager of tho Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, proceeded by the last mail on a 
tour of inspection to India and China, 

The burning of the steamer Huguong on the Yangtze has 
given rise to several remarks, in consequence of the insurance 
recently effected on her in London against fire for £40,000. 

In the Baukruptcy Court Alexander Walkinshaw has passed 
the first hearing. ‘The bankrupt was an East Iudia merchant, 
of 9, Gracechurch-street, The debts, as shown by the prelimi- 
nary statement, amount to £18,233, of which £11,360 ig 
stated to be due to Mr. W. Walkinshaw, in England. The other 
creditors are principally resident in Bombay, London, Liver- 
pool, and Hong Kong. The bankrupt attributes his failure to 
losses on consignments, and pressure by some of his creditors, 

A paragraph extracted in Zhe Times from the Bullionist, with 
regard to bauking failures at Bombay, gave a list of establishments 
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that had gone into liquidation, and erroneously included the 
Brokers’ Banking Company, the Bombay Presidency Bank, the 
Royal Bank of India, aud the Indian Peninsular Bank. None 
of these banks have either failed or gone into liquidation.

In Flowery Pekoes 
there is no improvement. ‘Scunted teas have been very diffcullte sell, and 
importers, finding this, offered them freely at public sale without reserve, and 
the prices obtained were about Sd. per Ib. Below those nominal quoted 
by private contract for good to fine Orange Pekoes, and about Id. to 2d. 
per Ib. for Capers, good to fine Orange Pekoes selling from 1s. 5d. to 
10d., and Capers from 1s. Sd. to 1s. 6d. per Ib. Foochow kinds of 
medium quality have also sold lower. In Uncoloured Japans there have 
been no transactions in the absence of fresh supplies. Green Teas con- 
tinue to be firmly supported, but the amount of business done has been 
limited.

The Belle of Southesk, Mackenzie, from Foo-chow- Foo, which arrived 
at London Oct. 19, reports having experienced on June 9 and the two 
following days, a strong typhoon which blew the storm sails to pieces, and 
otherwise disabled the ship very much. 

The Deerfoot, Carlin, from Canton to London, which arrived at Ply- 
mouth Oct. 17, had put back from off Portland Bill, in consequence of 
its,blowing heavy, and her foretopmast being sprung and partof the crew 
jsabled. She reports that on July 5, in lat. 2° 58’ N., lon. 109° 71 E., 
she struck on a coral reef and remained upwards of two hours, when she 
came off with the loss of a good deal of her copper.

The Constantia, Wilcock, which sailed for Liverpool Oct. 16 for 
Yokohama, struck on Arklow bank, Oct. 19, was abandoned with 
10 feet of water in ber hold, and bas since sunk in deep water ; crew 
saved.
